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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT. 


The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  coverinsr  as  they 
do  the  financial  affairs  of  the  town,  make  it  superfluous  for  us  to 
report  otherwise  than  upon  matters  of  general  interest,  with 
such  suggestions  as  our  experience  may  proiupt. 

The  call  for  a  general  caucus  one  3^ear  ago  for  the  nomination 
of  town  officers,  issued  and  signed  by  n^en  of  both  political 
parties  in  each  section  of  the  town,  resulting  in  a  full  attendance 
which  harmoniously  placed  in  nomination  men  without  regard 
to  party,  who  were  elected  by  very  large  majorities,  clearly  es- 
tablished as  a  fact  the  general  interest  and  desire  of  the  people 
for  the  healing  of  all  sectional  differences,  and  the  economical 
administration  of  town  aff'airs. 

Town  officers,  thus  nominated  and  elected,  could  not  fail  to 
be  sensible  of  the  honor  conferred,  or  to  be  actuated  by  other 
than  the  highest  motives  for  the  interest  of  the  town ;  while  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  they  would  have  the  additional 
advantage  of  the  confidence  of  the  people,  We  congratulate 
the  town  upon  the  continued  unanimity  of  good  feeling  and 
harmony  of  action,  so  essential  to  prosperity. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  town  entrusted  to  the  selectmen  a  larger  ai)propriation 
than  usual,  on  account  of  the  bad  condition  of  the  roads  and 
culverts  occasioned  by  the  Spring  freshets.  The  most  expensive 
work  was  the  rebuilding,  in  a  thorough  and  substantial  manner, 
the  culvert  near  the  North  School-house,  at  the  cost  of  $100, 
The  high  flood  endangered  Sherraan^s  bridge,  which  was  saved 
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by  thejorompt  outlay  of  a  few  dollars.  The  wooden  bridge  on 
the  road  from  Wayland  to  Sudbury  has  been  re-planked 

We  recommend  that  the  Warden  of  the  Poor  Farm  be  chosen 
as  one  of  the  Highway  Surveyors,  or  that  one  of  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  be  chosen  for  that  district. 

There  have  been  three  applications  for  damages  incurred  by 
alleged  defects  in  our  highways  One  of  these  we  paid,  in  which 
the  liability  of  the  town  seemed  certain,  and  the  damages  but 
$77.  While  we  deplore  litigation,  we  have  not  thought  it 
good  policy  to^settle,  too  readily,  claims  for  damages. 

As  the  law  now  stands  in  this  matter,  the  responsibility  of  a 
town  is  very  great,  and  accidents  are  liable  to  occur  at  any  time 
which  may  involve  thousands  of  dollars  in  costs.  We  believe 
that  too  much  responsibility  is  placed  upon  the  town,  ai^d  too 
little  upon  the  traveller.  With  this  view  we  have  presented  a 
petition  to  the  Legislature  asking  for  such  changes  in  the  law 
as  will  better  insure  the  protection  of  the  towns  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 
Last  Spring  the  town  voted  that  bills  for  tuition,  fuel,  and 
care  of  schools,  should  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for 
schools  Such  a  plan  simplifies  the  records,  and  presents  under 
one  head  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  schools.  We  recommend 
a  continuance  of  the  plan  the  coming  year,  and  its  application 
to  other  departments  of  the  tow^n.  In  this  connection  we  rec- 
ommend that  Art.  XIV  of  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the 
Public  Librarj^,  which  is  as  follows :  "All  expenses  incurred 
in  maintaining  the  Library,  excepting  the  purchase  of  books, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  town  as  incidental  charges,"  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  :  All  expenses  incurred  in  maintaining  the 
Library  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  Support  of 
the  Library. 

LIQUOR  LICENSES. 

We  have  granted  no  licenses  the  past  year  under  this  head. 
Wc  regret  to  report  that  liquor  has  been  sold  to  an  extent  de- 
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manding  the  action  of  the  town.  We  recommend  that  one  or 
more  officers  be  chosen  by  the  town,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
enforce  the  law. 


We  call  the  attention  of  the  town  to  the  inflated  valuation  of 
its  real  estate.  In  other  towns  reductions  have  been  made  to 
correspond  with  the  general  shrinkage  of  values. 

The  people  feel  the  weight  of  taxation,  and  with  the  present 
debt  upon  us,  and  the  liability  of  a  heavy  increase,  it  is  a  matter 
of  deep  interest  to  all  that  appropriations  be  carefully  considered, 
that  no  unnnecessary  debts  be  incurred,  and  that  the  affairs  of 
the  town  be  conducted  upon  plans  of  economy.

Report  of  tlie  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  elexen 
months  ending  Feb.  1st,  1877. 

The  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Hapgood  were 
secured  as  wardens  for  one  year  commencing  April  1st,  1876, 
at  a  salary  of  §275.00. 

There  were  tliree  paupers  at  the  poor  establishment  at 
tlie  commencement  of  the  year,  who  are  there  at  tlie  present 
time. 

During  tlie  month  of  March  Mr.  Silas  Painter  applied 
for  aid  and  was  admitted  as  a  pauper. 

After  a  few  weeks,  we  being  in  doubt  as  to  his  having 
a  settlement  in  Wayland,  let  him  return  to  liis  home,  and  fur- 
nished him  aid  for  five  weeks. 

Meanwhile  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  he  was  a 
State  pauper,  and  took  him  to  Tewksburv.  He  remained  a 
few  weeks,  when  we  received  word  that  he  must  be  removed 
as  he  was  not  a  State  pauper. 

We  took  him  back  to  the  poor  house,  where  he  has 
remained  imtil  the  present  time. 

April  17th,  Michael  Doyle  applied  for  aid,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  poor  house  April  18th,  where  he  has 
remained  uatil  the  present  time, 
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Tlie  number  of  tramps,  wlio  have  been  furnished  lodg- 
ing at  the  poor  house  is  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine. 

At  the  lockup  in  Cochituate  three  hundred  and  eighteen, 
making  a  total  of  five  hundred  and  fifty-seven. 

The  number  of  meals  furnished  at  the  poor  house,  two 
lumdred  and  twent^^-nine.  The  number  furnished  by  Mr. 
Butterfield  at  Cochituate,  two  hundred  and  eighty-six.

All  the  books,  excepting  State  and  Congressional  Docu- 
ments and  books  for  reference,  have  been  (*overed  anew  with 
sidjstantial  paper  of  uniform  color,  and  plainly  labeled. 

The  volume  wliicli  last  year  was  reported  as  missing 
has  been  found,  and  the  Library,  so  far  as  tlie  Connnittee 
are  able  to  judge,  is  in  good  condition. 

The  plan  adopted  three  years  since,  for  tlie  transmission 
and  circulation  of  books  in  Co(*hituate,  has  proved  to  be 
wise  and  generally  satisfactory.    The  Conmiittee,  however, 
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regret  tliat  for  a  few  weeks,  at  different  times,  the  hooks 
for  some  cause  have  failed  to  he  transmitted  at  the  proper 
time  between  Cochituate  and  the  Centre.  Feeling  the 
importance  of  securing  tlie  interest  of  all  the  people 
of  the  town  in  the  use  of  the  Library,  the  Commit- 
tee have  taken  pains  to  secure  promptness  and  regularity 
in  the  transmission  and  delivery  of  books. 

If  their  success  has  not  been  complete  they  hope  their 
successors  will  adopt  measures  by  which  all  errors  will  be 
avoided  in  this  respect,  so  that  in  all  parts  of  the  town  the 
full  advantages  of  the  Library  may  be  enjoyed.  If  one 
person  instead  of  two  should  be  employed  to  transmit  and 
deliver  the  books  at  Cochituate,  any  error  or  inefficiency 
could  more  easily  be  traced  and  the  remedy  be  more  prompt- 
ly applied. 

The  slightly  diminislied  call  for  books,  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  does  not  necessarily  indicate  a  diminution  of 
the  reading  interest  in  the  town.  For,  during  the  year,  two 
Reading  Rooms  have  been  opened  and  supplied  with  news- 
papers and  magazines :  one  at  the  Centre  under  the  direction 
of  the  Reform  Club,  and  tlie  other  at  Cochituate  by  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

On  the  whole  the  reading  interest  of  the  tow^n  seems  to 
be  steadily  increasing.  No  words  can  adequately  express 
the  value  of  such  a  Library  to  the  people  of  this  town ;  and 
at  this  time  no  words  are  needed  to  be  spoken  in  regard  to 
the  importance  and  the  use  of  the  means  of  knowledge  and 
enjoyment  thus  furnished.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  School  Committee  herewith  submit  their  anniial  report : 


On  the  resignation  of  Miss  Titcomb  at  the  close  of  the 
Spring  term,  Mr.  Hoi  ton  was  appointed  her  successor.  He  is  a 
teacher  of  experience  and  abilit3^  His  skill  in  discipline  is  of 
the  highest  order.  His  success  in  awakening  an  enthusiastic  in- 
terest among  the  scholars  in  their  school  work,  in  at  once  win- 
ning their  confidence,  and  in  gaining  entire  control  of  the 
school  is  highly  gratifying. 

The  Committee  earnestly  hope  that  the  Town  will  give 
them  such  encouragement  as  will  enable  them  to  retain  Mr. 
Holton,  or  to  secure  some  other  gentleman  equally  efficient  and 
valuable  to  the  town,  as  a  permanent  teacher.  We  feel  confi- 
dent that  a  male  teacher  should  be  employed  in  such  a  school  as 
this,  as  otherwise  it  is  impossible  for  justice  to  be  done  to  the 
interests  of  the  school  or  of  the  town.  The  Committee  believe 
that  it  is  only  necessary  to  make  the  experiment,  to  satisfy  all 
of  the  propriety  and  necessity  of  such  a  course.

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This  school  has  been  very  iiDfoitunate  in  the  frequent 
change  of  teachers,  through  the  year ;  but  very  fortunate  in  se- 
curing those  who  have  been  so  ffiecient  as  instructors. 

Mrs.  Loker  took  charge  of  the  school  at  the  Spring  term. 
Her  ability  to  govern,  to  instruct,  and  to  give  interest  to  the 
school  was  very  marked.  Under  her  charge  the  scholars  made 
fine  progress  in  their  studies.  The  Committee  were  anxious 
that  she  should  remain  as  teacher  through  the  year. 

Miss  Waters  took  charge  of  the  school  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Fall  term.  She  came  with  every  needful  recom- 
mendation, and  entered  upon  her  work  with  a  determination  to 
succeeed.  As  an  earnest,  conscientious  teacher  she  certainly 
excelled.  But  another  school  more  agreeable  and  remuneratve 
was  offered,  and  she  left. 

Miss  Hunt  became  teacher  of  this  school  in  the  Winter 
term.  Under  her  government  the  order  has  been  good,  and  the 
scholars  have  been  thorough  in  their  studies. 

SOUTH  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOL. 

Teacher,   Mrs.  Lucy  H.  Davis. 

Mrs.  Davii  still  retains  her  position  as  teacher  of  this 
school ;  also  her  popularit}',  which  she  has  earned  and  so  well 
deserves.  The  school  has  been  in  a  very  prosperous  condition 
through  each  term  of  the  year. 

SOUTH  PRIMARY  SCHOOL. 

Teacher,  Miss  Anna  A.  Merrill. 

This  school  is  under  good  discipline  and  has  been  in  excel- 
lent condition  through  the  year.  The  teacher  has  succeeded 
well  in  governing,  and  in  interesting  so  many  small  children  in 
their  studies. 

This  school  grew  so  rapidh'  that  in  the  Fall  term  it  was 
found  impossible  for  one  teacher  to  do  justice  to  so  many,  or 
indeed,  more  than  keep  order.  The  Committee  decided  to  divide 
the  school.    One  of  the  ante-rooms  was  fitted  up,  and  Miss 
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Inez  Perry  was  secured  as  teacher  for  this  new  school,  and  for 
two  terms  she  has  labored  faithfully  in  the  performance  of  her 
duties.

Miss  Pratt  resumed  the  charge  of  the  school  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Autumn  term. 

The  improvement  in  the  school  both  in  studies  and  deport- 
ment is  very  marked.  The  teachers  have  labored  faithfully  and 
successfully. 


LOKERTILLE  SCHOOL.

This  school  has  been  in  good  working  order  through  the 
3'ear.  The  teacher  has  succeeded  in  the  government  of  the 
school,  and  the  progress  made  in  the  studies  has  been  ver}'  good.

In  this  school  the  teacher  has  more  than  sustained  the  good 
reputation  she  liad  previously  earned,  and  the  school  is  in  ^ 
prosperous  condition. 


THOMAS  SCHOOL. 

Teacher,  Miss  A.  F.  Gage. 

From  among  numerous  applicants  for  schools  last  Spring, 
the  Committee  selected  Miss  A.  F.  Gage  to  take  charge  of  thi§ 
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school.  She  has  interested  the  scholars  in  her  methods  of  in- 
struction, and  the  year  has  been  one  of  very  commendable  prog- 
ress, particularly  so  in  the  reading  of  the  smaller  classes. 

NORTH  SCHOOL. 

Teacher,  Miss  E.  C.  Clapp. 

Miss  Clap])  has  had  charge  of  this  school  through  the  year. 
She  is  a  faithful  and  efficient  teacher,  and  the  Committee  have 
perfect  confidence  in  her  ability  to  govern  and  instruct. 

But  we  feel  that  she  has  not  been  sustained  by  the  parents  as 
teachers  should  be.  The  scholars  that  have  been  punctual  in  at- 
tendance have  made  good  progress  in  their  studies  ;  but  little  can 
be  expected  when  children  are  allowed  to  remain  at  home  half 
of  the  time. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  say  to  an  intelligent  people,  that  the 
Public  schools  are  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  State  and 
to  the  Nation  ;  that  they  touch  our  National  life  at  every  point, 
and  aelfct  the  character  of  our  civilization  ;  and  that  no  monty 
is  expended  by  the  town  for  any  purpose  that  can  produce  greater 
results,  than  that  which  is  yearly  expended  for  the  education  of 
the  mind,  the  development  of  the  character,  and  a  thorough 
preparation  of  the  young  for  the  active  duties  of  life. 

The  appropriation  ought  to  be  increased,  so  that  the  school 
year  may  be  lengthened  Thirty-three  weeks — the  length  of  the 
present  school  year — is  not  sufficient  to  produce  the  best  results. 
Long  vacations  do  not  help  the  children  in  their  studies,  and 
should  be  shortened  as  much  as  possible. 

We  know  that  it  is  an  old  story,  but  some  parents  ha^  e  not 
heard  it,  or  have  forgotten,  that  it  does  not  educate  children  to 
send  them  to  school  simply  to  answer  to  the  call  of  their  names,  and 
then  ask  to  be  excused.  It  is  not  just  to  the  children,  to  the  teach- 
er, or  to  the  town.  But  children  to  get  the  full  benefit  of  the 
schools  must  be  present  and  remain  through  each  and  every  ses- 
sion, and  nothing  but  sickness  should  keep  children  from  school.

Wc  trust  that  the  above  tabular  statements  will  be  satisfac- 
tory to  the  taxpayers,  who  are  responsible  for  the  appropria- 
tions made,  and,  therefore,  for  the  high  or  low  rate  of  tax 
resulting  therefrom,  while  in  drawing  upon  such  appropriations, 
it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  consider  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  bills  presented,  and,  as  coming  within  the 
province  of  municipal  obligation,  to  pay,  or  otherwise,  as  the 
case  may  be.    This  rule  we  have  followed. 
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There  is  a  large  balance  of  unappropriated  and  incidental 
money  left  for  future  contingencies. 

While  we  would  not  advise  increased  taxation  in  any  direc- 
tion, unless  advancing  the  Town's  interest  therein, — in  defer- 
ence to  the  judgment  of  those  upon  whom  we  can  rely  for  their 
practical  knowledge  and  experience  in  the  matter, — we  rec- 
ommend a  larger  appropriation  for  more  thorough  and  extended 
repairs  of  our  highways,  or  else  special  appropriations,  to  bo 
expended  under  special  agents,  in  different  localities  of  the 
Town,  or  petitions  to  the  County  Commissioners  for  improve- 
ments in  such  localities  will  be  called  for. 

Which  is  preferable  we  leave  to  the  decision  of  the  legal 
voters.  We  incline  to  the  opinion,  however,  that  an  increase 
of  the  regular  appropriation  in  a  series  of  years,  would  be 
found  to  be  less  burdensome.  We  make  this  statement  on 
account  of  the  frequent  complaints  by  residents,  as  well  as  non- 
residents, of  the  bad  condition  of  our  roads,  and  comparisons 
made  with  the  roads  in  surrounding  towns.

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We  deem  it  proper  to  make  the  following  statements  : 

First,  —  There  are  quite  a  number  of  house-lots,  varying 
in  area  from  an  eighth  to  an  acre  or  more,  also  parcels  of  wood- 
land, pastures,  &c.,  of  several  acres  each,  standing  upon  the 
Valuation  Book,  twice  taxed, — from  no  fault  of  the  Assessors, 
but  fi'om  neglect  of  the  previous  owner  to  notify  in  time  of  the 
transfer.  In  almost  all  cases  these  lots  are  detached  from  one 
of  several  pieces  of  different  quantity  and  value,  so  that  it  is 
impossible  to  make  a  correct  record  of  the  reduction  in  acres  and 
price  to  the  former  owner,  without  a  seasonable  notice. 

Second,  —  The  law  requires  each  tax-payer  to  give  in  to  the 
Assessors,  within  the  time  specified  in  the  posted  notices,  a 
written  list  of  polls  and  taxable  estates,  subscribed  and  sworn 
to,  containing  a  description  of  the  kind  of  personal  and  classes 
of  real  estate,  and  not  the  estimated  value  by  the  owner.  The 
Assessors  have  no  rio'ht  to  waive  the  brinoinof  in  of  such  list. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  trouble  and  inconvenience  arising  from 
not  giving  in  the  list  until  after  the  time  has  expired,  and  the 
work  of  assessing  commenced,  is  in  altering  the  valuation  as 
recorded,  computing  another  rate  of  tax,  with  a  new  tax-table, 
erasing  every  record  made,  with  new  entries  in  place  thereof. 

Third,  —  It  is  often  said  that,  as  there  is  no  penalty  attaching 
in  not  presenting  the  list,  the  Assessors  must  pursue  the  next 
best  course,  and,  if  the  tax-payer  is  assessed  more  than  his 
proportionate  part,  he  has  a  right  to  demand  an  abatement. 

The  reply  is,  first,  The  Assessors  are  not  authorized  to  act  aa 
guardians,  either  by  special  appointment  or  by  election,  of  the 
private  interests  of  any  tax-payer  whatever,  and,  therefore,  are 
not  responsible  for  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  person 
assessed.  Second,  The  penalty  is  indirect  and  remote,  the 
non-compliance  with  the  law  operating  to  prevent  the  taxpayer 
from  legally  maldng  a  demand  for  abatement. 
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We  also  recommend  that  a  new  valuation  be  taken  the  pres- 
ent year,  for  the  reason  of  the  great  depreciation  of  property 
and  dissatisfaction  among  the  taxpayers.

In  the  absence  of  any  instruction  by  the  Town  last  spring, 
designating  the  officer  to  make  a  detailed  report  of  the  receipts 
ond  expenditures  for  the  year,  it  was  agreed  between  the  ac- 
counting officers  that  the  report  in  full  should  be  made  by  the 
Treasurer,  as  last  year ;  by  the  Selectmen,  in  brief,  with  such 
examinations  of  the  records  of  those  officers  by  the  Auditor  as 
the  duty  of  his  office  requires,  and  with  such  suggestions  by 
him  as  he  thought  proper  to  make. 

In  consideration  of  the  acceptance  of  such  suggestions  by  the 
officers  named,  for  any  mistakes  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
and  the  financial  part  of  the  Selectmen's  report,  the  Auditor 
alone  is  responsible. 

The  treasurer's  accounts  are  correctly  cast  and  properly 
vouched. 

The  Selectmen's  accounts  agree  with  the  Treasurer's, — ex- 
cepting the  outstanding  orders  which  are  given  below, —  with 
vouchers  for  all  orders  issued  by  them.

In  answer  to  another  inquiry,  how  the  appropriation  for  the 
Sinking  Fund  has  been  invested,  the  reply  is, — without  any  re- 
port being  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  their  doings,  to 
date, —  Before  the  order  was  issued  there  were  sufficient  funds* 
in  the  Treasury  to  meet  the  demand,  but  as  the  Commissioners 
had  not  then  met  and  organized,  nor  decided  as  to  the  best 
course  to  pursue  in  investing  the  amount  raised,  the  money  was 
drawn  from  the  Treasury  to  meet  current  expenses,  and  there* 
has  been  no  time  since,  excepting  the  last  week  in  the  financial 
year,  when  a  sufficient  sum  was  available  for  the  purpose. 

It  has  been  suggested,  whether  it  would  not  be  well,  under 
the  circumstances,  to  invest  a  part  of  the  appropriation,  if  tne 
Treasurer  cannot  answer  the  order  in  full,  and  invest  the  bal- 
ance upon  additional  payment  by  the  Collector  to  the  Treasury.

REPORT  OF  OVERSEERS  OF 
THE  POOR. 


Keport  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1878. 

The  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Hapgood  were  se- 
cured as  Wardens  for  one  year,  commencing  April  1,  1877,  at 
a  salary  of  $350. 

The  efficient  and  trustworthy  manner  in  which  we  found  the 
affairs  conducted,  both  indoors  and  out,  led  us  to  comply  with 
their  request  for  an  increase  in  their  salary.  Feeling  that  both 
the  interest  of  the  Town  and  the  welfare  of  the  inmates  of  the 
Almshouse  would  be  better  advanced  thereby,  rather  than  by 
letting  them  go  and  seeking  for  those  less  efficient  at  a  reduced 
salary. 

There  were  on  February  1,  1877,  five  inmates,  four  of 
whom  remained  durihg  the  entire  year.  September  11,  1877, 
Addie  Moore  was  admitted  to  the  Almshouse,  being  there  at 
the  present  time.  Cornelius  Doyle  was  admitted  October  7, 
1877,  and  left  November  3,  1877.  Silas  Painter,  died  No- 
vember 27,  1877.

The  Committee  are  happy  to  report  the  Library  in  good 
condition.  The  books,  with  very  few  exceptions,  have  been 
used  with  proper  care  by  those  who  have  taken  them.  One 
volume  has  been  paid  for  by  the  person  to  whose  name  it  stood 
charged. 

It  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to  know  that  so  general  an  in- 
terest prevails  in  sustaining  the  Library,  and  that  the  books  it 
contains  go  into  so  many  homes  and  are  so  extensively  read 
and  enjoyed.  The  importance  of  an  institution  like  this,  to 
the  improvement  and  prosperity  of  the  people,  cannot  be  esti- 
mated. Rightly  used,  as  a  means  of  instruction  and  entertain- 
ment, it  must  be  an  element  of  great  power  in  advancing  the 
moral  and  social  interests  of  the  people  by  bringing  them  into 
close  contact  with  the  best  thoughts  of  the  wisest  men  and 
women,  whose  minds  are  freighted  with  the  richest  treasures  of 
experience  and  discovery,  and  gifted  with  thoughts  and  words 
of  truthful  story,  of  poetic  genius  or  practical  wisdom. 

In  this  Library  we  have  not  only  the  means  of  knowledge 
and  culture  and  an  incitement  to  public  spirit,  but  also  that 
which  honorably  attracts  the  attention  of  public  educators  in 
neighboring  States.  In  a  recent  address  by  Prof.  Dimon  of 
Brown  University,  delivered  at  Bristol,  R.  I.,  at  the  dedication 
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of  the  public  library  building  just  erected  there,  the  town  of 
Wayland  is  brought  into  favorable  notice,  by  making  mention 
of  the  library  of  which  the  citizens  of  Wayland  are  so  justly 
proud.    He  says  :  — 

''In  the  year  1847,  before  either  the  Astor  library  or  the 
Boston  Public  library  had  been  established,  the  late  President 
Wayland,  always  keenly  alive  to  whatever  might  promote  the 
public  good,  tendered  to  the  quiet  little  town  in  Massachu- 
setts that  bore  his  name  the  sum  of  $500,  on  condition  that  an 
equal  sum  should  be  secured,  for  a  Town  libiary.  More  than 
the  required  sum  was  readily  secured  by  subscription.  Doubt 
being  expressed  as  to  the  right  of  the  town  to  impose  a  tax  for 
such  a  purpose,  a  statute  was  enacted  by  the  Legislature,  in 
1851,  authorizing  towns  and  cities  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth to  establish  and  maintain  public  libraries ;  thus  giving 
the  system  its  widest  extension,  and  securing  its  most  distinc- 
tive advantage. 

"  AVe  remember,"  he  continues,  **with  just  pride  that  this 
benificent  and  far-reaching  legislation  which  has  not  only  done 
so  much  to  diffuse  the  benefits  of  the  free  library,  but  has  done 
so  much  also  to  awaken  a  popular  interest  in  the  movement, 
was  due  to  the  persistent  labors  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Wight,  one  of 
Bristol's  sons,  but  for  many  years  a* resident  of  Wayland,  and 
at  that  time  a  member  of  the  General  Court.  To  him  belonofs 
the  praise  of  introducing  the  act  which  has  proved  so  fruitful 
in  good  results." 

Words  like  these,  coming  from  such  a  source,  should  serve 
to  increase  our  appreciation  of  the  value  of  an  institution  so 
productive  of  happiness  to  the  people,  and  whose  tendency  is 
to  elevate  the  character  and  promote  the  higher  interests  of 
the  community.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 


The  School  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port to  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Wayland  : — 

SOUTH  GRA]MMAR  SCHOOL. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  year,  it  was  thought  desirable  to  in- 
troduce some  higher  studies  in  this  school,  and  tliis  required  a 
change  of  teachers. 

The  Committee,  acting  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the 
community,  felt  that  a  male  teacher  was  a  necessity,  and  Mr. 
F.  E.  Storke  was  secured  as  teacher  for  the  first  term. 

Since  then,  !Mr.  A.  B.  Carrington  has  had  charge  of  the 
school.  Under  his  care  it  has  prospered  finely  ;  the  order  has 
been  good  and  the  work  done  thorough. 

This  teacher  has  introduced  an  excellent  system  of  sending 
home  monthly  reports,  showing  the  standing  of  each  scholar  in 
the  school ;  thus  giving  parents  frequent  opportunities  of  learn- 
ing the  deportment  and  studious  habits  of  their  own  children. 

Number  of  scholars  in  school:  First  term,  39.  Averaofe 
attendance,  34.  Second  term,  31.  Average  attendance,  27. 
Third  term,  33. 

We  omit  all  fractional  numbers,  and,  the  third  term  not  being 
closed,  we  omit  average  attendance  up  to  date. 

CENTRE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

Under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Holton  this  school  has  made  rapid 
progress  duging  the  year,  and  it  now  deserves  the  '*good 
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name  "  spoken  of  in  the  school  report  two  years  ago.  We  are 
most  happy  to  say  that,  as  far  as  we  know,  all  complaints 
have  ceased  :  parents  and  citizens  are  perfectly  satisfied  with 
the  school.  Mr.  Holton  has  faithfully  discharged  his  duties  as 
teacher.  The  present  condition  of  the  school,  and  the  general 
satisfaction  in  the  town,  are  the  best  evidences  of  his  success. 

Number  of  scholars  :  First  term,  28.  Average  attendance, 
26.  Second  term,  35.  Average  attendance,  32.  Third 
term,  49. 

# 

SOUTH  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOL. 

It  is  rarely  that  a  teacher  is  so  successful  for  such  a  length 
of  time  in  the  sfpme  school  as  Mrs.  Lucy  H.  Davis  has  been  in 
this  one.  For  eio^hteen  successive  terms  she  has  tauo^ht  with  a 
degree  of  success  and  enthusiasm  not  often  found  in  schools  of 
this  grade.  This  is  doubless  one  of  the  most  important  schools 
in  town ;  for  it  is  a  sad  fact  that  many  of  the  children  will 
not  pass  through  the  Grammar  school,  if  into  it. 

Number  of  scholars  in  school :  First  term,  45.  Average 
attendance,  43.  Second  term,  49.  Average  attendance,  46. 
Third  term,  49. 

SOUTH  PRIMARY  SCHOOL. 

This  school  has  grown  in  numbers  and  in  interest,  and  is 
now  the  largest  school  in  town.  Miss  Merrill  took  charge  of  it 
successfully  during  the  first  and  second  terms.  Her  ability  to 
govern  and  instruct  must  have  been  apparent  to  every  visitor, 
as  well  as  to  the  Committee.  In  the  Winter  term.  Miss  Childs 
was  secured  as  a  substitute,  in  w^hich  position  she  has  succeeded 
admirably.  We  desired,  if  possible,  that  one  teacher  should 
take  charge  of  this  school,  and  for  the  first  term  she  did.  But, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  second,  it  was  found  unwise  for  one?  to 
attempt  to  teach  so  many.  Miss  Gracie  Langmaid  was  secured 
as  assistant  teacher,  and  she  has  rendered  efiScient  service. 
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With  the  increasing  number  of  scholars,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  divide  this  school  next  term. 

Number  of  scholars  in  school ;  First  term,  57.  Average 
attendance,  53.  Second  term,  82.  Average  attendance,  70. 
Third  term,  79. 

LOKERVILLE  SCHOOL. 

This  is  one  of  the  pleasantest  schools  in  tov^n,  and  has  been 
successfully  taught  through  the  year  by  Miss  Nellie  R.  Rice. 
It  has  the  primary  and  intermediate  studies,  the  older  scholars 
attending  the  Grammar  school.  Good  conduct  and  real  work 
are  the  characteristics  of  this  sclwol. 

Number  of  scholars  in  school :  First  term,  37.  Average 
attendance,  32.  Second  term,  29.  Average  attendance,  23. 
Third  term,  29. 

THOMAS  SCHOOL. 

Miss  Gage,  who  taught  the  school  successfully  last  year,  took 
charge  of  it  the  first  term.  She  certainly  excelled  in  her  ability 
to  govern  and  stimulate  the  children  in  their  studies.  But, 
much  to  the  regret  of  the  citizens  in  the  district  and  of  the 
Committee,  she  accepted  the  offer  of  another  school.  Miss 
Norton  became  the  teacher  at  the  opening  of  the  second  term. 
Since  then  she  has  had  the  school  under  good  discipline,  and  is 
succeeding  well  in  her  work. 

Number  of  scholars  in  school :  First  term,  23.  Average 
attendance,  17.  Second  term,  20.  Average  attendance,  16. 
Third  term,  18. 

CENTER  PRIMARY  SCHOOL. 

During  the  first  term  Miss  Pratt  taught  this  school  with  her 
usual  success,  and  at  its  close  resigned,  much  to  the  regret  of 
the  Committee.  The  teacher  secured  for  the  second  term  was 
unable  to  fill  her  engagement,  and  another  took  charge  of  the 
school.    But  it  soon  became  evident  that  she  was  not  succeed-

ing,  and  a  change  was  necessary.  Mrs.  Wheeler  was  secured 
as  teacher.  Under  her  experienced  hand  the  school  has  been 
brought  under  good  discipline,  and  all  who  have  seen  it  must 
be  satisfied  with  its  condition. 

Js^umber  of  scholars  in  school :  First  term,  39.  Average 
attendance,  33.  Second  term,  39.  Average  attendance,  35. 
Third  teri^,  30. 

EUTTER  SCHOOL. 

Mss  Lee  has  taught  this  school  eleven  successive  terms, 
winning  the  confidence  and  support  of  all  the  parents  in  the 
district.  At  the  opening  of  the  first  term  eight  scholars  were 
sent  from  this  to  the  Grammar  school.  The  Winter  term  has 
required  an  unusual  amount  of  hard  work,  and  a  teacher  of 
less  perseverance  would  have  been  discouraged.  But  we  are 
confident  that  the  closing  examination  will  prove  her  labors,  as 
heretofore  —  succe  ssful . 

IN^umber  of  scholars  in  school :  First  term,  25.  Average 
attendance,  20.  Second  term,  30.  Average  attendance,  24. 
Third  term,  32. 

NOETH  SCHOOL. 

It  is  sometimes  difficult  for  a  committee  to  select  a  teacher 
with  just  the  necessary  qualifications  for  certain  positions. 
Such  was  the  case  under  the  existing  circumstances  in  this 
school  last  spring.  After  considering  the  matter  ftilly,  we  de- 
cided to  employ  Miss  Moore.  She  has  labored  earnestly  and 
faithfully  in  her  work,  and  great  improvement  can  be  seen  in 
the  deportment  and  the  progress  made  by  the  scholars  in  their 
studies .  It  is  a  gratifying  fact  that  parents  who  have  visited 
the  school  frequently  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  her  success. 

Number  of  scholars  in  school :  First  term,  26.  Average 
attendance,  20.  Second  term,  25.  Average  attendance,  19. 
Third  term,  20. 
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During  the  year  we  have  made  but  few  changes  in  the  text 
books  of  the  schools.  But  changes  that  were  necessary  we 
have  not  hesitated  to  make,  and  made  them,  in  most  cases,  at 
times  when  children  would  need  new  books :  thus  it  has  in- 
curred but  little  additional  expense  to  parents. 

A  regular  course  of  study  has  been  selected  for  the  Grammar 
schools,  thus  suiting  the  studies  for  those  who  are  unable  to 
attend  but  a  short  time,  as  well  as  for  those  who  can  take  the 
full  course. 

The  attendance  of  many  large  scholars  who  before  went  out 
of  town  to  school,  or  neglected  to  attend  any,  shows  the  wis- 
dom of  placing  male  teachers  at  the  head  of  the  Grammar 
schools. 

It  must  be  clear  to  each  thoughtful  citizen  who  has  visited 
these  schools  that  the  change  has  been  in  every  respect  bene- 
ficial, and  the  continuation  of  the  same  plan  must  be  produc- 
tive of  the  best  results.  But  it  cannot  be  too  often  impressed 
upon  us,  that  the  success  of  a  teacher  depends  to  a  great  ex- 
tent upon  the  co-operation  of  parents.  Those  who  value  edu- 
cation and  see  the  need  of  it  in  their  children  will  make  every 
possible  effort  and  sacrifice  to  keep  them  at  school  as  long  as 
possible. 

That  child  is  badly  prepared  for  life — and  must  ever  be  at  a 
disadvantage  —  who  goes  into  the  world  without,  at  least,  a 
good  common  school  education ;  and  that  education  is  within 
the  reach  of  every  child  in  the  town.  That  parent  is  sinning 
against  the  best  interest  of  his  country,  and  the  highest  good 
of  his  children,  who  sends  the  young  members  of  his  family  to 
the  field  or  the  factory,  when  they  ought  to  be  in  the  schools 
preparing  themselves  for  an  intelligent  and  useful  life. 

During  the  year,  we  have  had  no  special  theories  of  educa- 
tion to  introduce,  hobbies  to  ride,  or  mistakes  that  we  wish  to 
conceal.  But  in  the  selection  of  teachers  and  the  changes  that 
have  been  made,  we  have  aimed  to  accomplish  the  greatest 
good. 
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That  the  schools  are  in  good  condition  :  that  we  have  as 
earnest,  conscientious,  and  successful  teachers  as  can  be  found, 
we  most  sincerely  believe.  We  hope  that  parents  and  all  in- 
terested in  the  progress  of  education  will  avail  themselves  of 
the  privilege  of  visiting  these  schools  and  examining  the  facts 
for  themselves.

The  following  vote,  passed  in  Town  Meeting,  Jane  27,  1878, 
defines  the  duties  of  ofBcers  of  the  town  relative  to  their  re- 
ports for  the  current  year  :  — 

Voted,  That  the  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers  of  Poor, 
School  Committee,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  Collector,  Auditor,  Library 
Committee,  Library  Treasurer,  Treasurers  of  the  '  Draper,'  the 
*  Allen  '  and  the  '  Donation  Funds,'  Superintendents  of  Ceme- 
teries, Water  Commissioners  and  Water  Committee,  be  instruc- 
ted to  make  up  their  reports  to  the  first  day  of  February,  1879, 
pass  them  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  Auditor,  subject  to  his 
revision  and  correction.  And  for  this  purpose  the  Auditor 
shall  have  access  to  and  examine  all  accounts  kept  by  town 
ofl3cers  and  agents,  including  orders,  bills,  receipts,  notes,  and 
other  vouchers ;  and  all  other  records  pertaining  to  town 
business,  including  the  Warden's  book  of  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures at  the  Poor  establishment,  and  may  call  upon  any  oflScer 
or  agent  for  any  information  concerning  any  item  of  expendi- 
ture ;  and  shall  report  to  the  town  an}-  facts  which  may  have 
come  to  his  notice,  bearing  upon  the  finances  of  the  town,  which 
he  may  deem  important. 

"  The  Treasurer  (of  the  town)  to  make  out  his  report  in  brief ; 
the  Auditor  in  detail  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
year  in  such  method  and  extent  of  detail  as  in  his  judgment 
will  be  proper,  and  to  superintend  the  printing  of  the  Reports, 
one  copy  for  each  legal  voter."

Note.  —  The  apparent  discrepancy  that  will  be  observed  in  some  items  of 
unexpended  balances,  between  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer, 
is  to  be  accounted  for.  First,  Bj  slight  differences  of  former  years  carried 
forward  on  the  ledgers  of  both  these  offices ;  and,  Second,  By  orders  issued 
but  not  yet  paid  from  the  Treasury. 

For  the  disproportion  of  the  interest  balances,  see  note  under  pay- 
ments of  Interest  in  the  Treasurer's  report. 

The  item  on  the  Poor  account  requires  special  explanation.  Through  in- 
advertence, as  it  appears,  the  sum  of  $223.96  was  included  in  two  separate 
orders,  but  paid  on  only  one  of  them.  Such  an  error  on  the  Selectmen's 
Ledger,  if  not  at  once  corrected,  will  be  perpetuated  by  being  carried 
forward  year  by  year  to  new  accounts ;  and  the  result  will  be  not  only 
perpetual  discrepancy  between  the  books  of  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer, 
but  the  sum  of  $223.96  must  remain  undrawn  and  unused.

To  the  sum  total  of  the  above  estimate,  — to  enable  the  tax- 
payer to  estimate  the  rate  of  tax  the  current  year,  —  there  should 
be  added  the  State  tax,  by  an  estimate  derived  from  the  best 
information  we  could  obtain,  $300 ;  county  tax,  $500,  and 
overlayings,  $250,  being  the  average  for  the  ten  years  last 
past,  and  the  amount  will  be  $26,060. 

At  the  present  valuation  this  would  give  a  rate  of  tax 
$21.65  on  every  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  of  taxable 
propert3\ 

The  following  are  some  of  the  transactions,  briefly  stated,  of 
the  Board  during  the  year,  under  the  direct  votes  of  the  town, 
and  of  others  which,  in  the  opinion,  it  may  be,  of  some  of  the 
citizens  of  the  town,  against  the  technical  law  involved  in  the 


^  This  sum  is  named  on  the  ground  of  possible  action  by  the  town  in  the  man- 
ner of  collecting  the  taxes. 

*  The  sum  named  in  the  act,  by  the  framers  of  the  act,  as  we  understand,  as 
the  yearly  amount  necessary  for  nineteen  years,  to  meet  all  contingencies,  the 
most  important  of  which  is  the  delay  in  town  officials,  from  various  reasons,  in 
seasonably  investing  the  annual  funds  and  re-investing  the  accrued  interest. 

^  The  invariable  custom,  we  are  told,  in  all  towns  having  water,  is  to  tax  their 
own  hydrants,  as  a  mode  of  raising  sufficient  money  to  meet  running  expenses. 

*  Estimate  of  the  sum  needed  to  preclude  the  necessity  of  paying  interest  upon 
interest. 
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matters  acted  upon ;  but  still  in  accordance  with  the  castom 
which  obtains  in  surrounding  towns,  and  which  has  long  been 
acquiesced  in  here  :  — 

We  authorized  the  paj^ment  of  five  dollars  ($5)  to  Peter  B. 
Davis,  of  Framingham,  for  a  claim  for  highway  damages,  hav- 
ing no  doubt  the  town  would  be  legally  held. 

We  also  authorized  Charles  Fairbanks  to  repair  defects  in  the 
highway  from  Cochituate  to  Framingham  line,  —  in  our  judgment, 
made  necessary  to  save  the  town  from  any  further  liability  than 
that  above  named,  —  at  an  expense  of  fifteen  dollars  (Sl5)  ;  also 
to  repair  the  road  near  A.  W.  Goodnow's,  at  the  same  expense. 

Being  notified  that  a  petition  was  in  circulation  to  the  County 
Commissioners  to  widen  and  straighten  the  main  highway 
through  the  centre  of  the  town,  from  Sudbury  to  Weston  line, 
cut  down  "  Morse's  hill,"  and  grade  generally  the  entire  length, 
—  involving,  in  our  opinion,  an  expense  to  the  town  of  not  less 
than  six  or  seven  thousand  dollars  (if  the  Commissioners  had 
made,  if  called  upon,  a  thorough  work  of  the  matter,  as  they 
have,  late  3"ears,  upon  like  petitions  throughout  the  County, 
especially  when  such  petitions  were  numerously  signed  by  the 
residents  of  the  town  asking  the  alterations) ,  —  we  concluded  to 
cause  such  repairs  to  be  made  as  would  obviate  the  complaints 
as  to  the  condition  of  some  portions  of  the  road,  and  prevent, 
for  the  present  at  least,  so  large  an  expenditure  as  would  prob- 
abl}'  result  from  the  Commissioners'  orders. 

For  this  purpose  we  emplo3'ed  John  D.  Moulton  to  gravel  the 
west  side  of  the  hill,  build  a  culvert  near  Thomas  Burke's,  and 
to  make  such  other  repairs  as  we  should  direct.  Two  hundred 
dollars  (S200)  were  expended,  and  the  work  performed  to  our 
satisfaction. 

But  for  the  present  financial  condition  of  aff'airs  we  should 
recommend  to  the  town  a  still  further  outlay,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  appropriation,  for  improving  other  portions  of  the  road 
included  between  Wa3'land  Centre  and  Weston  line. 

In  October  last  a  proposition  was  made  to  the  undersigned, 
by  George  W.  Hancock,  in  behalf  of  William  P.  Perkins,  to 
throw  open  for  public  travel  a  strip  of  land  upon  the  left-hand 
corner  of  the  lane  ascending  to  Mr.  Perkins*  residence,  and 
thence  easterly  several  rods  in  length,  averaging  about  eight 
feet  wide,  by  removing  the  old  stone-wall,  and  straightening 
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the  line  when  rebuilt,  thus  reducing  the  sharp  and  dangerous 
curve  in  the  road  ;  build  a  strong  and  substantial  culvert  of  such 
capacity  and  length  as  to  reach  the  gutter  upon  the  right-hand 
side  of  the  road,  —  except  the  lower  end ;  that  to  be  an  open 
sluice,  and  strongl}'  paved,  to  carrj^  off  the  surface-water,  collect- 
ing for  a  long  distance  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  —  and  otherwise 
repair,  by  widening  the  road-bed  gravelling  and  properl}"  crown- 
ing the  same,  removing  the  guard-fence  (it  was  a  question  wdth 
us  which  was  the  more  dangerous  to  travel,  the  road  or  its  in- 
tended protector ;  an  expensive  highwa}^  lawsuit  probable,  in 
our  opinion,  in  the  future,  in  either  case,  unless  some  altera- 
tion was  made) ,  provided  the  town  would  share  a  part  of  the 
expense. 

Feeling  assured  the  work  would  be  thoroughlj^  done,  —  done 
as  per  agreement,  —  and  that  it  was  for  the  interest  of  the  town 
to  have  the  work  performed,  we  decided  to  authorize  the  payment 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  town's  portion  ;  and  we  have  no 
hesitation  in  saj'ing  that  it  is  one  of  the  best  highway  improve- 
ments, for  the  outlay,  and  purpose  designed,  that  has  come 
under  our  observation  in  this  or  other  towns. 

Being  called  upon  b}"  some  of  the  surveyors  of  highwa3-s,  last 
spring,  to  ascertain  where  and  in  what  manner  gravel  could  be 
procured  to  make  the  necessarj-  repairs,  we  concluded  to  exer- 
cise the  power  vested  in  the  Board  by  statute  to  take  or  pur- 
chase in  behalf  of  the  town  two  lots  for  the  purpose,  one  in 
Cochituate,  the  other  in  the  Centre.  We  purchased  of  Henry 
Wight  one  half  acre,  and  leased  in  Cochituate  one  half-acre,  for 
ten  years,  agreeing  to  pay  fifty  dollars  ($50)  for  the  lot  in  the 
Centre,  and  three  hundred  and  fift}^  dollars  ($350)  for  the  one 
in  Cochituate,  quite  a  sum  being  yearl}"  saved  to  the  town  there- 
by.   Our  proceedings  were  confirmed  by  the  town. 

Being  duly  authorized  to  build  a  house  suitable  for  a  hook 
and  ladder  truck,  in  Cochituate,  and  purchase  or  lease  a  piece 
of  land  for  the  same,  we  purchased  of  Wm.  Hammond  (unable 
to  obtain  a  suitable  spot  b}^  purchase  in  the  cei>tre  of  the  vil- 
lage) one-fourth  of  an  acre,  for  four  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars  ($425),  —  a  price  reasonable,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
other  members  of  the  Board. 

As  no  provision  was  made  for  the  purchase,  the  sum  named 
must  be  assessed  at  the  April  meeting,  to  meet  the  note  given 
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for  the  money  borrowed,  with  the  interest  accrued,  to  October 
next.  We  contracted  with  O.  A.  Harris  to  erect  the  bnilding: 
for  nine  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  (S930) ,  —  seventy  dollars 
($70)  less  than  the  appropriation,  the  balance  being  used  to 
improve  the  basement.  The  cost  of  suitably  grading  the  ground 
was  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars  ($110). 

On  the  demand  for  damages  upon  the  highway  —  the  case  of 
Wood  vs.  Wayland  —  we  were  instructed  "  to  pa}^  no  damages, 
except  at  the  end  of  an  execution."  We  engaged  as  counsel 
G.  A.  Soraerby,  Esq.,  who  has  so  ably  and  successfully  aided  the 
town  before. 

At  the  meeting  held  April  30  of  last3'ear  it  was  voted  that 
the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  take  such  legal  advice  on  the 
doings  of  the  town  as  they  think  best." 

Two  questions  arose  during  the  year  of  such  importance  to 
the  town  that  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  take  the  advice  of  the 
most  eminent  counsel  we  could  select. 

In  the  act  of  the  Legislature  "  authorizing  the  town  of  Way- 
land  to  supplj^  itself  and  its  inhabitants  with  pure  water,"  it 
was  provided,  among  other  things,  that  no  expenditure  should 
be  made  or  liability  incurred  under  the  same,  until  the  act  is 
accepted^  etc.  At  a  meeting  under  a  warrant  having  an  article 
to  adopt  the  act  passed  by  the  Legislature,  etc.,  it  was  voted  to 
adopt  the  act. 

It  was  thought  b}"  many  that  the  action  of  the  town  in  chang- 
ing the  language  of  the  act  made  void  the  proceedings  ;  that 
issuing  bonds,  borrowing  mone}',  assessing  taxes  to  pa}^  interest 
upon  the  same,  and  all  other  after  votes  and  acts  of  officers  and 
committees  would  be  illegal. 

The  other  question  was  the  wisdom  of  settling  the  railroad 
note  case  by  compromise  (from  the  legal  point  of  view,  of 
course),  or  still  defend  in  the  action  against  the  town. 

Both  of  these  matters  were  referred  to  the  Hon.  E.  Rockwood 
Hoar,  who  was  very  decided  in  the  opinion  of  the  legalit}'  of 
the  proceedings  relative  to  the  water  works,  and  as  equall}"  de- 
cided in  advising  the  town  to  compromise  the  matter  upon  the 
most  fiivorable  terms  possible.  Mr.  Hoar's  fee  was  fifty  dollars 
(S50)  for  the  two  consultations  ;  and,  considering  the  amount 
of  money  involved  in  both  cases,  the  necessity  of  straight 
municipal  action  in  the  former,  and  the  contingency  of  increased 
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costs,  with  the  compulsion  of  paj^ment,  in  the  latter,  we  think 
the  mone}'  judiciously  expended. 

As  one  or  two  important  questions  are  likely  to  arise  in  the 
future  —  perhaps  at  our  annual  meeting  for  appropriations  — 
touching  town  affairs,  we  recommend  the  power  of  taking  coun- 
sel be  conferred  upon  our  successors.  This  is  the  course,  we 
understand,  pursued  by  other  towns  where  there  is  no  solicitor. 

We  deem  it  proper  to  make  the  following  statements,  and  the 
suggestions  which  necessarily  flow  from  them  :  Your  Treas- 
urer will  report  to  you  that,  on  the  first  da}'  of  February  of  the 
present  3'ear,  the  total  debt  of  the  town,  bonded  and  otherwise, 
will  amount  to  one  hundred  and  nine  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixtj^-four  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents,  or  one-eleventh  of  the 
present  valuation,  —  a  sum  sufBcienth'  large  to  enable  the  most  of 
us  to  appreciate  fully ^  if  not  seriously,  in  some  cases,  the  burden 
of  increased  taxation.  Taking  the  census  of  1875  (1,766)  as 
a  basis,  and  assuming  the  increase  to  have  been  sufficient 
to  make  the  present  population  two  thousand  (2,000),  the 
amount  will  be,  per  capita,  about  fift3'-five  dollars  ($55). 
While  the  population  is  made  up  of  "  adults,  male  and  female, 
tax-paj'ers  upon  estates ;  adults,  male  and  female,  non-tax- 
paj-ers  upon  estates,  and  infants  in  law,"  who  pay  nothing ;  and 
while  the  single  poll-tax  payers  will  pa}-  neither  more  nor  less 
(but  actuall}'  paying  a  small  portion  of  the  two  dollars,  which 
necessaril}-  enters  into  and  forms  a  part  of  each  and  every  ap- 
propriation and  expenditure)  than  if  there  were  no  debt,  but  a 
surplus  of  the  same  amount  in  the  treasur}',  towards  the  final  ex- 
tinguishment of  the  debt ;  and  the  minors  nothing,  and  the 
"  women,  married  or  single,  being  non-tax  payers  upon  estates, 
nothing,"  —  it  will  be  evident  where  the  twenty  3'ears'  burden  of 
pacing  the  bonded  debt,  and  its  series  of  yearly  accumulated 
interests,  and  all  other  debts  on  time  or  demand,  will  mostl}^ 
and  inevitably  fall. 

We  make  this  statement  as  plain  as  we  are  capable  of,  with 
no  other  motive  than  that  each  tax-pa3'er,  estate  or  poll,  may 
have  an  intelligent  idea  of  his  personal  position  in  the  matter, 
as  well  at  the  April  meeting  as  when  the  "  tax  gatherer,  under 
the  strong  arm  of  the  law,  goes  into  his  castle-yard." 

We  shall  be  allowed  to  suggest,  in  consideration  of  the  in- 
creased rate  of  taxation  for  years  to  come,  the  importance  of 
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retrenchment  where  possible,  and  of  economy  in  every  depart- 
ment of  expenditure ;  that  with  all  of  the  town  officers,  special 
agents,  and  committees,  in  their  respective  positions  of  trust 
and  responsibility,  such  expenses  only  shall  be  incurred  under 
their  direction  as  are  imperatively  demanded  by  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  town  ;  that  at  our  annual  meeting  for  ordering 
assessments,  no  appropriation  be  voted  for,  either  for  local  or 
general  improvement,  unless  shown  to  be  absolutely  necessary. 

As  to  the  interest  mone}',  which  we  are  obliged  to  raise — 
and  in  regard  to  which  there  can  be  no  retrenchment,  as  with 
other  appropriations  — we  take  the  liberty  of  saying,  that  paying 
interest  upon  money  borrowed  to  pay  interest  upon  money  bor- 
roived,  indicates  financial  embarrassment,  either  in  citizen  or 
corporation,  and  tending  towards  the  descent  reaching  bank- 
ruptcy. 

A  sufficient  sum  should  be  provided  at  our  annual  meeting, 
upon  a  clear  and  plain  statement  of  how  much  is  needed  for  the 
fiscal  year,  upon  each  note,  and  the  coupons  upon  the  bonds  ; 
and  also  such  additional  sum  as  will  enable  the  treasurer 
—  under  a  vote  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes -r- to  borrow 
less  b}'  so  much  as  will  meet  the  Jirst  semi-annual  interest  the 
succeeding  year. 

Unless  this  course  is  pursued  we  shall  still  pa}^  interest  upon 
interest,  and  give  rise  to  the  reputation  of  poor  financial  ability 
in  conducting  town  affairs. 

The  tax-pa^'ers  of  the  town  deemed  it  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  town  to  charge  themselves  with  the  expense  of  two  very 
important  matters,  viz.,  the  introduction  of  pure  water  in  the 
village  of  Cochituate,  and  the  building  of  a  Town  House  in  the 
Centre  ;  and  the  residents  of  the  two  localities  can  congratulate 
themselves  upon  the  success  of  both  undertakings. 

We  think  the  challenge  may  be  reasonably  made  for  proof  of 
two  such  instances  in  the  Commonwealth  where,  for  the  objects 
named,  such  comparatively  small  sums  of  money  were  necessary 
to  accomplish  the  ends  desired.  The  two  construction  com- 
mittees are  to  be  commended  for  their  prudential  management 
in  behalf  of  the  town. 

A  beautiful,  substantial,  and  very  thoroughlj'-built  Town 
House,  —  under  an  honest  contractor,  anxious  to  conform  in 
every  particular  to  the  details  of  the  specifications  as  drawn 
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by  an  able  and  competent  architect,  —  with  sufficient  hall- 
room  for  municipal  or  social  purposes,  and  ample  accommoda- 
tions for  the  Library  and  Town  Officers,  is  the  result  of  the  care 
and  supervision  of  the  committee  having  the  matter  in  charge. 

There  is  some  dissatisfaction  as  to  the  method  pursued  in  re- 
gard to  the  collection  of  the  taxes,  it  being  affirmed  that  more 
effective  measures  should  be  adopted  by  the  town  to  compel  the 
Collector  to  make  prompt  payment  to  the  Treasurj^  in  accord- 
ance with  the  vote  of  the  town. 

While  it  is  contended  on  the  one  hand,  that  the  Collector  has 
full  and  complete  power  by  statute  to  rigidly  enforce  the  col- 
lection in  ever}^  instance  of  delinquency,  and  thereby  meet  his 
obligation  as  entered  into  by  himself  and  sureties,  it  is  replied 
on  the  other,  that  to  ensure  full  payment  to  the  Treasury,  on  or 
before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  3"ear,  such  reasonable  compensa- 
tion should  be  allowed  the  Collector  for  his  services  (under  a 
vote  of  forfeiture  of  fees,  if  his  account  is  not  completed  at  the 
time  named  b}'  the  town,  with  conditions  broken)  as  will  induce 
him  to  accept  the  position,  with  the  full  knowledge  that  the 
proper  town  officers  will  be  instructed  not  to  order,  or  to  answer 
the  order  for  the  payment  of  the  fee,  and  also  that  he  will  be 
obliged  to  borrow  such  sum  to  meet  each  payment  as  his  un- 
collected tax  will  render  necessary. 

The  responsibilit}^  is  with  the  town  at  the  April  meeting,  to 
alter  and  revise  its  past  action  in  reference  to  the  whole  matter 
of  collection,  and  what  is  incident  thereto,  if  thought  desirable.

EEPOET  OF  FIRE  ENGINEEES. 


Under  provisions  of  law  (Gen.  Statutes,  Chap.  24,  Sect.  24) 
the  undersigned  were  appointed  in  April  last,  and  dul}'  organ- 
ized as  a  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  for  the  current  year ;  and 
our  doings  are  reported  as  follows  :  — 

The  engine-house,  with  the  hook  and  ladder  truck  ordered  by 
the  town,  were  placed  in  our  charge  as  soon  as  completed  and 
purchased. 

By  vote  of  the  town,  passed  November  6,  1878,  the  engineers 
were  authorized  to  expend  $2,000  in  the  purchase  of  a  hose- 
carriage  and  hose.  In  fulfilment  of  that  trust  we  have  pur- 
chased the  same,  with  other  articles  as  enumerated  below,  at  an 
entire  expenditure  of  $1,696.63,*  leaving  an  unexpended  bal- 
ance of  $303.37.

LIBEAET  COMMITTEE'S  EEPOET. 


The  event  which  has  marked  the  3'ear  as  an  important  one  in 
the  histor}^  of  the  Library-,  has  been  its  removal  to  the  new 
rooms  in  the  buildin'g  just  completed.  The  humble  apartments 
in  which  it  had  its  home  during  the  first  29  j-ears  of  its  exist- 
ence, and  which  served  its  purpose  so  well  during  the  years  of 
its  infanc}",  have  been  vacated,  and  the  ample,  attractive,  and 
commodious  apartments  in  the  new  building  are  now  occupied. 
We  lay  our  tribute  of  reverence  upon  the  grave  of  the  Old, 
loving  it  for  its  memories,  and  honoring  it  for  its  usefulness, 
while  with  fresh  anticipations  we  turn  to  the  New.  From  its 
beginning,  this  Library  has  had  a  quiet  but  healthy  increase 
until  it  had  outgrown  its  early  environments,  and  imperatively 
demanded  surroundings  more  appropriate  to  its  expanding  pro- 
portions and  its  beneficent  uses.  In  its  new  home,  with  the 
busts  of  eminent  men,  representatives  of  Science,  and  History, 
and  Morals  ;  and  with  the  faces  of  those,  who,  3'ears  since,  took 
so  deep  an  interest  in  its  early  life,  looking  down  serenely  upon 
well-filled  alcoves,  interested  patrons,  and  gi'atified  and  sur- 
prised visitors,  our  Library  is  now  really  an  ornament  as  well 
as  an  indispensable  blessing  to  the  people  of  tliis  town.  The 
interest  prevailing  among  the  people,  who,  to  so  large  an  extent, 
avail  themselves  of  its  important  and  valuable  advantages,  is 
an  indication  at  once  gratifj'ing  to  all  lovers  of  books,  and 
hopeful  in  regard  to  the  intelligence  and  worth  of  the  future 
citizens. 

The  neatness  of  the  room,  the  orderly  arrangement  of  the 
books,  the  promptness  and  courtesy  with  which  patrons  are 
served,  testify'  to  the  fitness  andeflSciency  of  the  Librarian,  whose 
12th  year  of  valuable  services  is  now  just  being  completed. 

The  thanks  of  the  committee  are  due  to  their  agent  at  Cochit- 
uate  for  the  prompt  and  \ery  satisfactory-  manner  in  which  the 
business  of  the  agency^  has  been  conducted.  The  Librarian's 
report  to  the  committee  is  herewith  presented. 
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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT.

The  following  statistics  and  statements  for  the  year  ending  February  1, 
1879,  are  respectfully  submitted  :  —

umes are  Law  Reports,  etc.,  in  the  Selectmen's  room;  and  402  volumes 
duplicates,  chiefly  of  Public  Documents,  either  State  or  National. 

All  the  books  are  accounted  for  except  one  which  was  missing  last  year.

As  will  be  seen  by  the  list  of  donors  appended,  a  noble  spirit  has  pre- 
vailed among  our  citizens  and  others,  resulting  in  an  accession  to  the 
Library  of  an  unusually  large  number  of  volumes,  the  greater  proportion  of 
which  are  works  of  much  value,  including  many  that  will  find  immediate 
popular  favor;  while  the  value  of  some  might  almost  be  estimated  by 
"  their  weight  in  gold,"  either  from  their  rarity  or  intrinsic  value.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  same  commendable  efforts  to  increase  the  value  of 
the  Library  will  continue. 

The  contribution  of  works  of  art  by  persons  residing  at  a  distance  from  the 
Library  is  worthy  of  special  mention,  as  contributing  not  only  to  the  beauty 
of  the  apartments  but  to  the  sterling  value  of  the  institution.  It  is  highly 
desirable  that  still  more  attention  be  given  to  this  department  (works  of 
art)  by  all  liberal-minded  persons  that  can  afford  to  bestow  such  benefactions. 

Cabinets  of  specimens  in  every  department  of  natural  history  would  be 
of  great  value  to  careful  students,  and  to  every  one  interested  in  those 
important  matters.  In  many  families  there  are  collections  more  or  less 
extensive,  that,  if  transferred  to  the  Library  would  form,  at  once,  not  a 
mere  nucleus,  but  a  substantial  and  creditable  collection.    Such  material

also  as  relics  of  antiquity,  Indian  relics,  mementos  of  important  events,  or 
interesting  localities,  geological  specimens*  from  the  most  common  to  those 
of  rare  value,  samples  of  minerals,  specimens  of  the  animal  kingdom, 
fragmentary  or  complete,  either  as  fossils,  skeletons  or  otherwise,  with 
much  more  that  might  be  mentioned,  would  find  a  ready  acceptance  and 
lay  the  foundation  for  future  enlargement. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  record  the  fact,  that  tlie  appreciation  of 
our  valuable  Library  seems  to  be  steadily  on  the  increase,  and  that  every 
visitor  appears  to  recognize  in  the  new  apartments  a  fitness  and  harmony 
of  efiect,  the  inspiring  result  of  which  is  already  seen  in  a  careful  and 
praiseworthy  observance  of  decorum.

EEPOET  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


By  vote  of  the  town  the  committee  are  required  to  present 
their  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools  as  earl}^  as 
February  1st  of  each  year.  The  Winter  term  of  the  schools  will 
close  the  present  year  on  February  21st.  The  condition  and  work 
of  the  schools  therefore,  for  the  last  three  weeks  of  the  actual 
school-year  are  reported  by  anticipation,  so  far  as  the  Report 
embraces  that  portion  of  the  3'ear. 

At  the  close  of  the  Spring  term  Mrs.  L.  H.  Davis  presented 
her  resignation  as  teacher  of  the  Intermediate  School,  —  a  posi- 
tion which  she  had  held  for  eighteen  terms,  with  very  marked 
success,  and  with  increasing  usefulness.  Miss  Clara  E.  Nichols, 
who  had  taught  the  Spring  term  of  the  First  Primar}',  was  pro- 
moted to  fill  the  vacancy ;  and  Miss  Grace  Langmaid  was  ap- 
pointed teacher  of  the  First  Primary.  Miss  Langmaid's  services 
in  interesting,  governing,  and  instructing  so  large  a  number  of 
young  pupils  have  been  ver}^  satisfactory.  The  promotion  of  Miss 
Nichols  to  so  difficult  a  position  shows  in  what  estimation  she 
is  held  by  the  committee,  who  have  had  personal  knowledge  of  her 
previous  success  in  other  schools.  In  the  North  School  Miss 
Eunice  N.  Morse  was  appointed  at  the  beginning  of  the  Winter 
term  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Emma  A.  Moore,  who  had  the  charge  of  this  school  for  the  five 
previous  terms.  Miss  Morse  has  made  an  excellent  beginning, 
and  bids  fair  to  make  one  of  our  most  useful  and  successful 
teachers.  Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  3'oung  pupils  in 
Cochituate,  it  was  found  necessary  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
to  establish  a  new  Primaiy  School. 

Accordingl}',  the  school,  which,  for  some  terms,  had  been 
crowded  with  more  than  ninety  pupils,  was  divided  and  graded, 
with  forty-six  pupils  in  the  first  and  fortj^-seven  in  the  second. 
The  one  hundred  and  eighty  pupils  attending  school  in  the  new 
school-house  in  Cochituate  village  are  now  classified  and  ar- 
ranged in  four  grades,  and  are  advanced  from  the  lower  to  the 
higher  according  to  their  progress  and  attainments. 
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Miss  Merrill,  who  for  eleven  successive  terms,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Winter  term  of  1878,  taught  the  Primary  School, 
has  now  the  charge  of  the  Second  Primary.  The  four  ungraded 
schools  —  Lokerville,  Thomas,  Rutter,  and  North,  as  well  as  the 
Centre  Prim ar}'  —  are  all  in  a  prosperous  condition  and  are  mak- 
ing fine  progress  under  the  management  of  teachers  whose  ser- 
vices are  of  inestimable  value  to  the  town.  Some  of  these 
schools  are  crowded  with  scholars,  and  in  them  no  teacher  could 
reasonably  be  expected  to  succeed  in  maintaining  good  order 
and  in  awakening  and  securing  a  desirable  degree  of  interest  in 
stud}^  among  the  scholars  without  the  skill  that  comes  from  good 
judgment,  etlicienc}',  and  experience. 

The  two  Grammar  Schools,  taught  by  Mr.  Adams  and  Mr. 
Holton,  are  both  in  a  desirable  condition.  Mr.  Adams,  at  Co- 
chituate,  was  appointed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  fill  the 
vacanc}^  occasioned  by  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Carrington,  the 
teacher  of  the  previous  3'ear.  The  good  order  of  the  school, 
the  good  degree  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  scholars  in  their 
school-work,  and  the  evident  progress  of  the  classes,  clearly 
testify  to  the  ability  and  fidelity  of  the  teacher.  At  the  Centre, 
the  Grammar  School,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Holton,  the 
eflScient  and  deservedly  popular  teacher  of  the  previous  year, 
has  had  a  year  of  marked  prosperity. 

The  general  deportment  of  the  scholars  of  this  school,  and 
their  efforts  for  improvement  in  mind  and  manners,  are  such  as 
to  meet  the  heart}'  commendation  of  the  committee. 

In  order  that  the  pupils  attending  the  Grammar  Schools  may 
receive  greater  benefit  from  attendance,  the  committee  have 
adopted  a  course  of  studies  embracing  a  period  of  three  years, 
with  elective  studies  for  an  additional  year.  The  cooperation 
of  parents  is  desired  in  carrying  out  this  plan. 

Pupils  are  admitted  to  the  South  Grammar  School  from  the 
Intermediate,  and  also  from  the  Lokerville  School ;  and  to  the 
Centre  Grammar  School  from  the  Centre  Pri  mary,  the  Rutter, 
the  North,  and  the  Thomas  Schools.  The  interests  of  the  pupils 
require  that  thorough  preparation  should  be  made  by  them  be- 
fore being  promoted  to  a  higher  grade.  To  admit  a  child  to  any 
grade  of  school  for  which  he  is  not  prepared,  is  to  do  him  great 
injustice.  AVe  would  say  to  all  the  scholars  in  the  lower  schools, 
Do  not  be  in  haste  to  enter  a  higher  grade ;  but  make  the  best 


use  of  3'our  opportunities  in  the  school  where  you  are.  The 
more  thoroughly  3'ou  are  prepared  for  the  higher  schools,  the 
greater  benefit  ^-ou  will  receive  from  them,  and  the  more  satis- 
factory to  yourself  will  be  your  school-life. 

In  order  that  the  school-life,  as  well  as  the  Jiome-life  of  the 
child,  ma}^  be  happy  and  successful,  there  must  be  the  right 
discipline  at  home  as  well  as  at  school.  The  child  that  is  taught 
obedience  and  good  manners  at  home  will  seldom,  if  ever,  dis- 
obey good  rules  or  violate  good  manners  at  school.  Great 
wrong  is  sometimes  done  to  the  child  as  well  as  to  the  school 
by  parents  sustaining  the  child  in  complaints  about  the  teacher. 
This  is  often  done  unintentional! v.  The  parent  takes  it  for 
granted  that  the  teacher  is  wrong  and  the  child  right,  when  the 
reverse  often  is  true. 

The  committee  are  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  report  that  some  of 
the  school-houses  of  the  town  have  been  unlawfully  entered  by 
thoughtless  or  malicious  persons,  for  their  own  amusement.  The 
committee  have  done  what  the}'  felt  impelled  to  do  by  a  sense  of 
duty  to  the  town,  for  the  protection  of  its  property — which,  for  the 
time  being,  has  been  committed  to  their  care  — from  the  depreda- 
tions of  thoughtless  or  lawless  persons./One  object  of  our  schools 
is  to  reduce  to  as  small  a  number  as  possible  those  who  have  no 
interest  in  society.  The  State  endeavors  to  furnish  such  an 
education  to  all  its  children  as  will  make  them  loyal  and  law- 
abiding  citizens.  We  wish  to  provide  equal  advantages  for  all, 
so  that  all  the  citizens  shall  be  able  to  control  and  respect  them- 
selves, and  to  take  advantage  of  any  favorable  conditions  that 
may  arise  for  their  own  improvement,  and  for  the  honorable  ad- 
vancement of  their  own  condition  in  the  world,  so  that  every 
one  ma}"  be  an  ornament  to  society  and  an  honor  to  the  State. 
You  have  not  educated  the  boy  in  an}-  true  sense  when  3'ou  have 
taken  him  through  a  course  of  mathematics  and  language  and 
natural  science  and  historj-.  In  addition  to  all  this,  and  in  con- 
nection with  it,  there  must  be  the  education  of  the  conscience. 
We  want  men  who  are  honest,  as  well  as  intelligent ;  fair- 
minded,  truthful,  and  just,  as  well  as  intellectually  developed ; 
not  wanting  in  virtuous  and  honorable  principle,  and  in  calm  and 
dignified  self-possession  when  an}'  crisis  come&^'The  process  of 
education  is  a  process  slow  and  silent ;  but  a  small  part  of  it 
comes  from  books.    The  copy  which  the  boy  imitates  most

closel}',  because  unconscious!}',  is  the  example  of  the  parent 
and  the  teacher.  The  teaching  of  direct  instruction  does  much  ; 
the  silent  teaching  of  character  does  more  b}'  far.  Because 
the  teacher  is  unconscious!}'  impressing  himself  on  the  spirit 
of  the  piipi!,  therefore  the  highest  moral  traits  and  the  truest 
moral  developments  are  needful  in  the  teacher  for  the  best  re- 
sults to  the  pupil.  The  formation  of  correct  habits  ;  the  cher- 
ishing of  ever}'  virtuous  principle  ;  the  practice  of  truthfuhiess 
and  sobriet}',  and  obedience  ;  the  cultivation  of  true  benevo- 
lence ;  the  training  of  the  child  in  those  elements  that  consti- 
tute charcrter,  —  these  are  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the 
child's  happiness  and  to  the  welfare  of  society. 

In  these  times  of  general  business  depression  and  of  high 
rates  of  taxation,  the  committee  feel  that  in  all  departments  of 
administration,  including  the  educational,  there  should  be  the 
practice  of  the  most  rigid  economy  in  the  expenditure  of  the 
public  money.  Retrenchment  is  the  dut}'  of  the  hour.  It  has 
been  the  study  of  the  committee  to  endeavor  to  find,  if  pos- 
sible, some  method  b}^  which  the  expenses  of  our  educational 
department  may  be  diminished  without  lessening  the  efficiency 
and  usefulness  of  the  schools.  After  mature  deliberation  and 
much  study,  the  committee  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  any 
such  changes  as  would  reduce  the  number  of  weeks  in  the 
school-year,  or  in  any  wa}^  materially  lessen  our  school  ex- 
penses. We  wish  we  could  do  so,  and  be  true  to  what  we  con- 
sider the  ^best  interests  of  the  town.  It  will  be  seen  by  the 
following  statistics  that  the  expenses  of  Wayland  for  education 
are  less  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  scholars  than  in  either 
of  the  adjoining  towns,  with  the  exception  of  Natick.  The 
statistics  are  taken  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  Massachusetts  for  1877  :  —

AUDITOR'S  REPORT. 


An  examination  of  the  journals  and  ledgers,  with  papers 
and  documents  pertaining  to  the  offices  of  the  Selectmen  and 
Treasurer,  shows  their  accounts  to  have  been  correctly  cast, 
and  the  books  kept  with  sufficient  care  to  indicate,  with  the  aid 
of  some  verbal  explanations,  the  condition  of  the  town's  finances. 
The  vouchers  exhibited  hy  the  Treasurer,  consisting  of  notes 
paid  and  cancelled,  receipts  for  interest  and  orders  from  the 
Selectmen,  are  ample  and  satisfactor3^ 

The  pa3'ments  of  the  Collector  of  the  present  year  correspond 
with  the  Treasurer's  receipts  from  that  officer.  His  casts  of 
interest  have  been  carefully  revised. 

The  reports  of  the  several  officers  and  agents  of  the  town 
have  been  examined  and  the  accounts  contained  therein  are 
found  correct.  Their  several  statements  and  recommendations, 
with  those^  of  the  Auditor,  will  be  for  the  public  approval  or 
otherwise. 


CRITICISMS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  office  of  Treasurer  is  usuall}^  conceded  to  be  of  the 
highest  importance,  financiall}',  in  our  municipal  affairs.  Yet, 
in  realit}",  his  operations  are  so  hedged  about  by  customary  re- 
quirements, checking  him  at  every  step,  that  he  has  bat  little 
room  for  the  exercise  of  discretion  in  disbursing  the  public 
funds.  No  citizen,  agent,  or  officer  of  the  town  can  secure  from 
him  any  payment  for  any  service,  however  urgent  their  claims, 
unless  they  bring  the  properly-  filled  order  over  the  signatures  of 
the  proper  officers. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  so  far  as  the  payment  of  all  bills 
and  accounts  is  concerned,  virtu  all}-  holds  the  ke3's  of  the 
Treasur}-,  and  on  the  fidelity  of  that  Board  in  examining  all  • 
such  claims  for  payment  rests  the  question  of  disbursing,  to  a 
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large  extent,  the  toil-earned  funds  deposited  in  the  Treasur3^ 
The  vouchers  the}'  have  submitted  to  the  Auditor,  while  they 
cover  the  amount  of  the  orders  issued,  are  deficient  in  particu- 
lars necessary  to  insure  a  proper  transaction  of  the  town's  busi- 
ness. Some  are  of  a  mixed  character,  containing  items  which 
belong  to  different  departments.  Many,  incurred  under  direc- 
tion of  official  Boards,  are  approved  by  a  single  member  onl}-, 
instead  of  a  majorit}' ;  and  some  bear  no  marks  of  approval. 
Several  bills  have  no  items  attached ;  and  others,  with  items, 
have  no  corresponding  dates. 

In  two  departments  a  sj'stem  has  been  practised  (though  not 
to  a  large  extent)  of  adjusting  and  settling  accounts  outside  the 
proper  offices  of  the  town,  in  one  case  involving  a  draft  on  the 
treasury  to  pay  a  personal  private  debt ;  and  in  another,  an 
overdraft  to  pa^'  proper  claims.  Such  a  course,  while  very  con- 
venient among  private  citizens  in  a  good  neighborhood,  is  not 
to  be  approved  in  public  officers,  and  should  never  be  allowed. 
Whatever  debts  are  due  the  town  are  its  own  assets  and  should 
be  paid  directly  to  its  Treasurer ;  and  all  claims  against  the 
town  should  pass  the  proper  ordeal  before  being  paid. 

The  public  funds  cannot  be  too  well  guarded,  not  onl}"  against 
actual  fraud,  but  against  extravagant  charges  and  drafts  upon 
appropriations  to  which  the}-  do  not  belong. 

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  recommended  to  every  person,  com- 
mittee or  agent,  in  making  out  bills  and  accounts  against  the 
town,  that  every  item  he  distinctly  stated  against  its  appropriate 
date  ;  and  that  the  auditing  of  these  bills  before  payment  should 
be  done  with  such  careful  vigilance  as  will  prevent  such  unfor- 
tunate facts  as  overdrafts  on  the  treasur}',  which  have  occurred 
in  two  cases  the  current  3'ear,  evidently  Avith  no  intention  to  de- 
fraud. 

In  view  of  some  of  the  imperfections  covered  by  the  above 
remarks,  the  Auditor  cannot  well  resist  the  impulse  of  recom- 
mending to  the  School  Committee  to  allow  no  child  of  either  sex 
to  graduate  from  our  schools  without  instruction  in  the  simplest 
principles  and  forms  of  common  business  transactions.  A 
blackboard  exercise  once  a  week,  to  be  copied  hy  all  who  can 
write,  might  be  of  essential  aid  in  the  Primary  Schools,  to  be 
more  fully  elaborated  in  the  higher  grades. 

By  reference  to  the  Overseers'  report  it  will  be  seen  that 
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nearl}'  900  tramps  have  been  fed  and  850  of  them  lodged  dur- 
ing the  3'ear.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Warden,  a  large  majority 
of  those  sent  to  his  care  were  impostors,  who  make  it  their  avo- 
cation to  travel  from  town  to  town  to  procure  food  and  lodging. 
It  must  be  apparent  to  any  one  that  such  indiscriminate  indul- 
gence proffered  to  this  class  of  persons  onl}^  tends  to  increase 
their  number,  and  to  stimulate  instead  of  repressing  the  evils  of 
which  there  seems  to  be  universal  complaint  throughout  this 
Commonwealth.  Should  no  legal  remed}'  come  to  our  relief, 
then  it  must  be  enjoined  upon  the  Overseers  to  exercise  a  severer 
scrutiny  in  detecting  the  false,  and  to  enforce  on  all  such  the 
laws  applicable  to  common  vagranc}'.  Feeding  tramps  at  pri- 
vate houses  at  the  expense  of  the  town  tends  also  to  encourage 
applicants  and  should  be  discontinued. 

The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  have  been  unusually  arduous  the 
past  year ;  and  his  financial  man^igement  reflects  much  credit 
on  his  fidelit}^  to  the  interests  of  the  town.  Not  onh*  have  the 
heav}'  negotiations  for  placing  the  town's  bonds  been  success- 
fully accomplished,  but  b}-  borrowing  for  temporary  loans  only 
at  sucn  mms  as  actual  necessity'  required,  lie  has  saved  the 
town  a  very  considerable  sum  of  interest-money. 


FINANCIAL  CONDITION, 

The  present  financial  condition  of  the  town  demands  careful 
consideration.  Its  indebtedness,  —  incurred  mainly  hy  three 
heavy  expenditures :  the  Railroad,  the  Town  Hall,  and  the 
Water  Works,  —  while  tending  to  some  immediate  hardship  for 
tax-payers,  has,  nevertheless,  a  brighter  side,  to  which  it  may 
be  well  to  look. 

The  erection  of  the  Town  Hall  (which  could  not  have  been 
long  postponed)  has  been  completed  at  a  time  very  favorable 
for  economical  expenditure  ;  and  we  have  to  show  for  the  out- 
lay a  structure  of  which  the  citizens  may  be  justly  proud. 

The  Water  Works  —  constructed  at  the  same  favorable  period 
—  are  substantially  built ;  and  it  ma}'  be  affirmed  that  while, 
at  no  distant  period,  the  revenue  derived  wilt  equal  or  exceed  the 
interest  on  cost,  there  is  the  additional  assurance  of  safety  to 
property,  and  a  larger  inducement  for  enlarging  business,  there- 
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by  increasing  the  number  of  habitations  and  of  population  ;  all  of 
which  will  tend  to  relieve  the  burdens  of  taxation. 

The  completion  of  the  Railroad  through  the  centre  of  the 
town  seems  now  nearly  certain ;  and  it  scared}-  need  be  stated 
that  this  result  will  work  in  the  same  favorable  dh'ection  of 
increasing  the  amount  of  taxable  property.  In  this  connection 
it  is  worthy  of  special  notice  that,  within  the  past  3'ear,  and 
;mainly  through  the  exertion  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Braman,  the  railroad 
■note  has  been  withdrawn  from  further  expensive  litigation,  and 
-a  settlement  effected,  at  a  saving  of  nearly  $10,000  from  the 
face  of  the  demand.  , 

But,  while  these  cheering  views  are  before  us,  it  still  remains  a 
fact  that  our  municipal  debt  is  large,  and  that  the  year  1879 
will  be  marked  with  the  crucial  test  of  successful  financiering. 
What  shall  be  done  at  our  next  annual  meetings  is  the  important 
question  ? 


PRINCIPLES  OF  ACTION. 
« 

On  general  principles,  the  reply  obviously  would  be,  Do  as 
a  private  individual  of  good  judgment  would  act  under  similar 
circumstances. 

First.  Incur  no  more  debts. 

Second.  In  every  reasonabl}'  possible  wa}-  reduce  the  annual 
expenditures. 

Can  it  be  doubted,  if  these  principles  of  action  were  car- 
ried out  b}^  a  united  and  determined  effort,  in  e\Qvy  depart- 
ment, b}'  every  officer  and  agent,  and  every  citizen  of  the 
town  that  may  require  access  to  the  public  funds,  that  the  com- 
ing year  will  be  one  of  success?  Suppose  even  that,  under  the 
extraordinar}' pressure  resulting  from  last  year's  financial  opera- 
tions, the  citizens  should  allow  some  sacrifice  of  former  plans, 
incur  some  inconvenience,  or  even  temporarj'  detriment,  in  some 
departments,  for  a  brief  period,  would  not  this  be  amply  com- 
pensated by  the  general  relief  of  lessened  taxation? 

Apply  this  principle  theoretically  in  a  few  cases.  The  direct 
appropriation  for  schools  last  year  was  $4,000,  and  a  large 
additional  sum  was  used  for  various  expenditures.  Suppose 
the  School  Committee  close  the  account  for  repairs  on  buildings 
for  one  year ;  resolve  on  no  changes  in  text-books ;  have  no 
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janitor-service  except  in  the  winter  terms  ;  reduce  the  terms  to 
thirt}'  weeks  per  annum  ;  reduce  the  pa}'  of  teachers  of  Gram- 
mar Schools  two  dollars  per  week,  and  all  others  One  dollar  per 
week ; '  and  reduce  Iheir  own  salaries  from  fifty  to  forty  dollars 
each.  Under  such  an  arrangement  S3, 000  would  cover  the  en- 
tire cost,  including  fuel. 

Suppose  that  our  highway  surveyors  should  be  restricted  to 
fifteen  cents  per  hour  for  hand  and  twelve  cents  for  horse  labor 
(good  wages  for  these  times),  would  not  $1,200  secure  nearly 
as  much  service  as  $1,600,  at  twenty  and  fifteen  cents  per  hour 
allowed  (except  in  two  cases)  last  year?^  Suppose,  further, 
that  the  road  oflBicers  should  all  of  them  use  the  same  care  in 
apportioning  men  and  teams  for  carting  gravel,  and  in  the  use 
of  simple  contrivances  for  scraping  when  hand-work  would  be 
more  expensive,  and  then  would  not  $1,000  place  our  roads  in 
as  good  repair  as  under  the  present  management? 

And,  it  may  be  asked,  is  there  an}-  department  of  our  muni- 
cipal affairs  (except  the  Treasurer's)  that  could  not,  for  one 
year  at  least,  be  safel}'  conducted  on  a  basis  of  reduced  expen- 
diture ? 


APPR  OPRIA  TIONS  BEC03IMENDED. 

Guided  by  these  principles,  and  after  a  careful  surve}'  of  the 
.  actual  necessities  of  the  town,  the  following  recommendations 
are  submitted  as  worth}-  of  attention  :  — 

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1879-80.

^  In  1869-70  the  wages  of  Wayland  teachers  averaged  $7.50  per  week.  The 
year  following  $8.50  was  the  average.  And  it  is  worthy  of  notice  that,  at  that 
time,  ail  grades  of  our  schools  were  taught  by  females,  and,  further,  that  in  the 
year  1870-71  business  of  all  kinds  was  at  "high  tide,"  to  be  succeeded  by  the 
financial  crash  of  1872,  whose  depreciating  results  are  still  heavy  upon  us.  The 
average  wages  of  female  teachers,  already  paid,  for  the  current  year  is  $9  per 
week;  while  two  male  teachers  are  employed  for  the  higher  grades.

The  credit  bills  of  the  current  3'ear  to  be  paid  from  the  unex- 
pended balance  of  unappropriated  moneys  ;  no  drafts  on  unap- 
propriated moneys  to  be  made  during  the  coming  year  other 
than  those  included  above,  except  for  such  objects  as  will  be 
refunded  to  the  treasury  —  as  State  aid,  etc.  —  and  for  abate- 
ment of  taxes.  Assuming  the  sources  for  unappropriated 
mone3's  to  be  the  same  as  last  year,  and  excluding  premiums  on 
bonds.  State  aid,  abatements,  etc.,  and  moneys  on  poor  account, 
there  will  be  for  the  pa3'ment  of  interest  recommended  above, 
about  $2,300.00. 


By  the  Collector's  report  it  appears  that  on  the  last  Monday 
of  December,  when,  bv  order  of  the  town,  all  the  taxes  of  the 
current  3-ear  were  to  be  paid  into  the  treasur3',  there  remained 
uncollected  the  sum  of  $7,579.97,  against  the  sum  of 
$6,677.01  reported  last  3'ear.  This  statement  is  enough  to 
arouse  attention  to  the  fact  that  some  more  effectual  method  is

COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 
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perempf  orily  demanded  to  secure  the  prompt  pa3'ment  of  taxes. 
The  business  of  the  town  cannot  be  properly  carried  on  unless 
the  treasury  is  supplied  with  the  means  to  meet  all  proper 
orders  for  payment.  Neither  the  dii^count  forraerl}'  allowed  on 
taxes  paid,  nor  interest  charged  recentl}'  on  sums  remaining  un- 
paid, have  proved  successful ;  and  the  indications  are  that  our 
course  is  from  bad  to  worse. 

In  view  of  this  state  of  things,  the'  following  suggestions  are 
offered :  — 

First.  Tax-payers,  on  going  to  the  polls  to  vote  appropria- 
tions and  fix  the  times  of  their  payment  (as  by  votes  of  last 
year) ,  should  fulh' realize  what  such  action  implies.  It  is  not 
that  one-half  of  the  tax-payers  shall  pay  the  whole  amount  as- 
sessed to  them  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  October  f*  but 
that  each  and  every  one  on  ivhom  an  assessment  has  been  levied 
shall  pap  one-half  of  such  assessment  at  that  time. 

Second.  With  the  fact  before  us  that  no  method  has  yet 
been  pursued  to  successfulh'  prevent  delinquencies,  our  atten- 
tion may  be  directed  to  two  other  modes  which  lie  within  our 
reach,  viz.,  1st,  Require  the  pa3'ments  promptly  into  the 
treasury  by  the  Collector,  or  a  peremptory  forfeiture  of  his  fees 
for  collection.  2d,  Instruct  the  CoUectdi-  to  enforce  legal 
measures  for  seizure  and  sale  upon  all  delinquents  or  their  prop 
erty. 

Either  of  these  would  probably  secure  the  desired  result ; 
the  practical  operation  of  the  first  being  to  greatly  increase 
the  fees  of  the  Collector,  who  might  borrow  mone}'  on  his  own 
credit  to  meet  the  required  pa3'ments,  and  take  his  chance  for 
reimbursements  by  pushing  the  collections  according  to  his 
judgment.  The  second  mode  is  simpl}'  compulsory  on  the  in- 
dividual taxpayers;  and  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  any 
prudent  man  would  allow  a  legal  course  to  be  entered  upon,  and 
thus  incur  extra  costs  ;  much  less  to  permit  his  property"  to  be 
sold  as  the  penalt}'  for  his  delinquenc}'. 


DEPARTMENTAL  EXPENDITURES. 

Deeming  the  aggregate  statements  of  receipts,  expenditures, 
and  cash  balance  for  the  3'ear,  and  the  table  of  unexpended 
balances  as  made  b3-  the  Treasurer,  together  with  the  several 
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financial  statements  submitted  in  the  reports  of  the  other 
officers  and  agents  of  the  town,  sufficient  for  all  practical  pur- 
poses, the  detailed  statements  of  expenditures  has  not  onl}'  been 
condensed  in  some  of  its  particulars,  but  an  attempt  has  been 
made  to  classify  the  items  into  their  proper  departments,  in 
order  to  present  a  clearer  view  than  is  usually  obtained  from 
official  reports  of  the  actual  cost  of  maintianing  them. 

Completeness  in  this  attempt  is  not  claimed  ;  the  imperfection 
and  mixed  character  of  some  of  the  bills,  and  a  lack  of  time  to 
investigate,  are  the  excuses  for  defects.  It  will  be  observed, 
also,  that  charges  of  special  and  extraordinary  items  are  in- 
cluded in  some  departments  that  will  not  probabl}'  be  repeated 
for  long  periods  of  time  ;  and  that  some  items  bear  dates  show- 
ing an  interblending  of  the  previous  year  with  the  present.

An  examination  of  the 
bills  for  teaching  shows  the  price  paid  in  the  Primary  Schools  to  be  $9.00 
per  week,  except  in  tlie  Thomas  School,  which  is  $8.50.  The  teacher  in 
the  South  Intermediate  receives  $9.50.;  and  in  the  two  Grammar  gchools

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The  Auditor  has  stepped  aside  from  the  ruts  of  custom  in  pre- 
paring his  report.  He  hopes  that  b}^  so  doing  he  has  aided  some 
of  his  fellow-citizens  to  a  better  understanding  of  our  town  af- 
fairs, and  an  improved  management  of  them. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  Waltham  town  reports 
(1877)  indicate  a  method  of  conducting  municipal  business, 
believed  to  have  some  advantages  over  our  own :  — 

"  The  principal  duties  of  the  Auditor,  as  given  at  various  times 
b}^  vote  of  the  town,  are,  briefl3^,  as  follows  :  — 

"  To  approve  all  bills  before  payment ;  to  compare  bills  pre- 
sented against  the  town  with  the  appropriations,  and  withhold 
his  approval  unless  there  are  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  account 
under  which  the  bills  are  presented. 

In  modification  of  the  above  :  To  approve  all  bills  approved 
by  the  proper  officers  of  the  town,  until  the  appropriation  for  the 
particular  object  for  which  the  bill  is  incurred  has  been  spent, 
and  no  longer. 

"  To  draw  all  orders  on  the  treasur}'  after  receiving  approved 
bills  from  the  several  Boards  contracting  them. 

To  subject  to  the  Selectmen  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year 
his  annual  report,  setting  forth  specificall}^  all  the  expenditures 
under  each  and  every  appropriation  ;  the  Selectmen  to  approve 
said  report  if  found  correct.  To  send  receipted  bills  to  the 
Treasurer  with  each  warrant. 

"  To  open  an  account  with  the  Treasurer,  charging  him  with 
amount  in  hand  at  last  report,  and  to  add  all  payments  by  the 
different  officers  of  the  town  ;  each  officer  to  furnish  the  Auditor 
with  duplicate  receipt,  to  enable  him  to  keep  such  account. 

"  The  above  includes  all  the  instructions  of  importance  given 
for  the  guidance  of  the  Auditor  in  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
by  following  them  strict^  T  have  had  no  occasion  for  collision 
with  any  of  the  Boards  of  the  town. 

"  I  should  recommend  the  withdrawal  of  the  instructions  re- 
quiring receipted  bills  to  be  sent  with  the  warrant.  I  see  no 
great  advantage  in  this  unusual  and  unnatural  wa}'  of  transact- 
ing business,  while  it  occasions  much  extra  trouble  and  labor, 
and  some  expense."

At  the  town  meeting  in  March  next,  it  is  proposed  that  a  committee  oi 
seven  be  chosen  to  consider  the  financial  condition  of  the  town,  and  report, 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  April  following,  what  amount  of  money  will  be 
required  for  its  actual  necessities  during  the  ensuing  year,  —  with  the 
special  appropriations  requisite  for  each  department ;  and  also  such  plans 
relative  to  the  management  of  the  town's  business  afiairs  as  they  may  deem 
for  it's  best  interests.

Selectmen's  Report. 


Death  comes  with  its  special  lesson  of  sadness  and  tears. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  present  official  year,  we  were  called  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  an  able  ally,  a  courteous  associate,  and  an 
esteemed  friend.  Soon  after  re-entering  upon  his  official  duties, 
Mr  Reeves,*  for  a  longtime  in  precarious  health,  rapidly  failed, 
and  in  a  few  weeks  was  called  away  by  that  messenger  whose 
summons  can  never  be  disregarded.  Although  it  was  generally 
known  that  he  was  fast  sinking  into  a  decline  from  which  he 
would  probably  never  rally,  yet  the  announcement  of  his  death 
was  received  with  sorrow  and  deep  regret  by  a  large  circle  of 
friends. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  speak  of  the  services  which  Mr  Reeves 
rendered  the  Town  in  all  its  various  departments.  The  general 
acceptance  with  which  he  filled  all  the  offices  to  which  he  was 
elected,  and  the  time  and  labor  which  he  for  many  years  gave 
them,  are  too  well  known  to  need  any  comment.  He  was  guilty 
of  no  subservience ;  and  he  scorned  to  attend  to  the  interests  of 
the  Town  with  any  less  dilligence  than  his  own.  Enterprises 
calling  for  active  co-operation  for  the  good  of  the  community 
were  sure  to  be  approved  and  assisted  by  him.  His  nature  was 
full  of  refinement,  and  keenly  sensitive  to  everything  noble  and 
true.  His  uniform  courtesy  seemed  to  be  a  natural  sequence. 
He  was  a  steadfast  friend  and  safe  counsellor.  He  adorned 
every  position  which  he  was  called  to  occupy,  possessing  a  most 
happy  faculty  of  presiding  with  dignity  and  grace  upon  public 

•Sylvester  Reeves,  died  April  16, 1879. 
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occasions  ;  ever  ready  with  fluent  and  fitting  words.  The  last 
tribute  which  he  received,  of  the  esteem  and  high  regard  in 
which  he  was  held  by  his  fellow  townsmen,  seems  a  fitting 
termination  to  a  life  dedicated,  in  a  great  measure,  to  public 
duties.  He  was  true  to  his  friends,  trustworthy  to  the  Town, 
and  they  all  join  above  his  grave  in  praise  and  sorrow. 

Tears  and  honor  to  his  memory." 


The  suit  of  John  A.  Wood,  Jr.,  versus  Town  of  Wayland 
for  damage  on  the  highway  near  the  house  of  T.  B.  Hawes,  on 
the  Saxonville  road,  the  Town  voted  not  to  settle,  and  in- 
structed the  Selectmen  to  defend  it.  G.  A.  Somerby,  Esq.,  of 
Boston,  was  employed  as  counsel ;  but  Mr  Somerby  dying  be- 
fore the  case  came  to  trial,  Samuel  Hoar,  Esq.,  was  retained 
to  take  charge  of  the  case.  The  trial  came  off  at  the  last 
December  term,  and  a  verdict  was  given  in  favor  of  the  Town. 
We  would  recommend  that  a  special  appropriation  be  granted 
to  complete  the  graveling  of  the  above  highway  to  Lyon's  cor- 
ner, as  that  portion  of  the  road  is  very  flat,  and  muddy  during 
the  wet  season. 

Complaint  being  made  that  * 'Bridle  Point"  Bridge  was  in  a 
dangerous  condition,  we  concluded,  after  an  examination,  to 
call  a  special  town  meeting  to  consider  the  matter.  At  the  said 
meeting  a  committee  was  chosen  to  repair  the  bridge. 

We  authorized  G.  W.  Philbrick  to  replank  the  Sherman 
Bridge  in  the  north  part  of  the  Town.

Report  of  Overseers  of  Poor. 


Mr.  William  Hapgood,  the  efficient  warden  of  four  years, 
remained  the  past  year  on  a  salary  of  $325.  This  was  a  reduc- 
tion on  the  previous  year  of  $25. 

The  number  of  persons  receiving  full  support  remains  the 
same  as  last  year  ;  four  of  whom  are  at  the  Almshouse,  and  one, 
Ada  L.  Moore,  becoming  violently  insane,  was  removed  April 
5th  to  the  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital.  This  causes  an  expense 
of  about  $190  per  year,  which  was  not  anticipated  in  making 
the  appropriation  last  April. 

PARTIAL  SUPPORT. 

The  custom  has  obtained  in  past  years  of  persons  in  strait- 
ened  circumstances  applying  to  one  of  the  Overseers  and  of  re- 
ceiving an  order  for  groceries  and  provisions.  While  this  plan 
has  afforded  great  temporary  convenience,  yet  the  evils  result- 
ing are  numerous  and  serious.  It  renders  support  too  easily  and 
privately  obtained,  and  affords  a  temptation  to  secure  it  rather 
than  apply  lessons  of  economy  and  self-denial,  resulting  in  a 
loss  of  self-respect  and  independence  of  character  to  the  recip- 
ients, while  it  places  burdens  upon  tax-payers,  besides  tending 
to  fix  the  settlement  of  these  recipients  upon  the  town.  After 
careful  consideration  of  these  facts  it  was  unanimously  voted 
by  the  board  in  October  last.  That  all  persons  receiving  assist- 
ance from  the  town  should  receive  it  only  at  the  Almshouse. 
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TRAMPS. 

Facts  gained  from  reliable  sources  convinced  us  that  the  town 
was  suffering  from  imposters.  To  remedy  this  evil  it  was  de- 
cided that  meals  and  lodging  should  be  furnished  only  at  the 
Almshouse,  the  meals  to  consist  of  one  course,  viz.,  crackers 
and  water.  The  result  was  immediate  and  our  report  on  tramps 
for  the  year  ending  Jan.  31,  1880,  is  as  follows  :

Fire  Engineer's  Report. 


The  Fire  Department  has  been  called  out  only  twice  during 
the  year,  at  the  following  fires  : — 

1st.  Dwelling-house  of  Ezra  L.  Howe,  caused  by  fire- 
works, July  4th.  Damage  very  light,  and  fully  covered  by 
insurance. 

2d.  In  the  building  owned  by  John  L.  Loker,  and  occupied 
by  N.  R.  Gerald  as  a  periodical  store  and  by  Dr.  Boodey  as  an 
office,  Dec.  25th.  The  cause  of  the  fire  was  the  ignition  of 
saw-dust  in  a  spittoon.  The  damage  was  less  than  $100,  it 
would  have  been  much  more  but  for  the  abundance  of  water 
from  our  hydrants,  and  the  prompt  action  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Department  labors  under  a  great  disadvantage  in  having 
the  engine  house  situated  so  far  from  the  centre  of  the  village. 
The  engineers  and  firemen  are  all  of  one  opinion,  that  it  would 
be  of  great  advantage  to  the  Tbwn  to  buy  or  lease  a  piece  of 
land  and  move  the  building  nearer  the  centre  of  the  village. 

The  property  of  the  Department  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

We  have  contracted  a  few  small  bills  for  repairs,  which  we 
shall  present  to  the  Town  at  the  April  meeting  as  Credit 
Bills. 

The  Town  appropriated  $200,  at  the  last  April  meeting,  for 
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the  pay  of  the  firemen.  But  as  their  pay  is  not  due  until  the 
1st  of  May  next,  the  amount  has  not  been  drawn. 

We  would  respectfully  ask  the  Town  for  an  appropriation 
large  enough  to  buy  or  lease  a  piece  of  land  nearer  the  village, 
move  the  building,  and  furnish  it  in  a  manner  suitable  for  oc- 
cupancy. In  its  present  unfinished  condition  it  is  impossible 
to  make  it  comfortable  for  the  firemen  to  hold  their  meetings.

Superintendent  of  Water 
Works  Report. 


To  THE  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  : — 

Gentlemen :  I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  the  Wayland  Water  Works. 

The  number  of  services  April  5,  1879,  (the  date  of  my  ap- 
pointment,) was  forty-eight  (48),  supplying  41  dwellings,  4 
stables,  3  shoe  factories,  1  engine  house,  1  school  house. 

There  are  at  this  date  eighty-seven  (87)  services,  supplying 
78  dwellings,  110  families,  12  stables,  28  garden  hose,  4  shoe 
factories,  1  school  house,  1  engine  house,  2  stores,  1  barber 
shop,  1  market,  1  boarding  house. 

There  are  at  this  date  5319  feet  of  service  pipe  laid,  varying 
in  size  from  3-4  inch  to  2  inches.  Of  this  amount  the  Town 
has  paid  for  1,697  feet,  6  inches,  and  the  individual  water  tak- 
ers for  3,621  feet,  6  inches. 

I  have  caused  the  brush  that  has  been  lying  in  the  reservoir 
for  the  past  year  to  be  removed,  the  wood  that  was  in  it  pay- 
ing for  the  work. 

The  reservoir  remained  full  of  water  until  the  first  week  in 
July.  It  fell  about  twelve  (12)  inches  between  that  time  and 
the  storm  that  occurred  about  the  20th  of  August ;  from  which 
time  it  would  have  remained  full  if  it  had  not  been  drawn  off 
for  the  purpose  of  clearing  the  brush  from  the  reservoir. 

There  are  two  sources  of  supply  for  the  reservoir  (beside 
the  natural  drainage) ,  one  being  from  the  brook  starting  under 
the  hill  back  of  the  Perkins""  farm, _so  called,  and  the  other 
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source  being  the  brook  having  for  its  fountain  head  the  Joseph 
Rice  spring.  By  experiments,  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  A. 
Fteley,  of  the  Boston  Water  Works,  I  find  that  for  a  period  of 
over  five  (5)  weeks  this  brook  alone  flows  into  the  reservoir 
about  twenty-three  thousand  (23,000)  gallons  of  water  daily, 
and  this  in  a  dry  season. 

This  water  all  comes  from  the  Joseph  Rice  spring  and  a  few 
smaller  springs  between  that  and  the  pond.  This  is  some  4,000 
or  5,000  gallons  a  day  more  than  the  estimated  amount  of  wa- 
ter now  used  by  the  village.  I  am  confident  that  if  the  water 
remains  good  during  the  coming  summer,  so  that  it  will  not 
have  to  be  used  so  freely  in  flushing  the  pipes  as  was  done  last 
summer,  the  water  will  run  over  the  waste-way  at  the  reservoir 
every  day  during  the  year.

Water  Commissioner's  Report. 


In  compliance  with  the  rules  adopted  by  the  Town,  the 
Water  Commissioners  herewith  present  their  annual  report : — 

The  Board  was  organized,  after  the  annual  meeting,  by  the 
election  of  A.  B.  Lyon  as  president,  and  Wm.  H.  Bent  as 
secretary  and  treasurer.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board, 
Ralph  Bent  was  elected  superintendent. 

Claims  for  land  damages  have  been  made  by  Thomas  J. 
Damon,  Cyrus  Lee  and  Henry  F.  Lee,  that  remain  unadjusted. 

The  ability  of  our  hydrant  service  to  contend  with  fires  well 
advanced  has  not  been  tested,  but  your  Commissioners  have  no 
fears  on  that  score,  as  there  has  always  been  an  abundant  sup- 
ply of  water.  There  has  been  no  trouble  from  freezing  of 
pipes,  either  service  or  main. 

On  the  7th  of  April  there  was  a  public  test  of  our  street 
hydrants,  by  the  Fire  Department,  to  determine  their  efficiency 
in  fires,  and  show  to  our  citizens  the  means  we  now  possess  to 
ward  oflT  extensive  conflagrations.  This  trial  test  was  satisfac- 
tory. The  Department  has  been  called  out  but  twice  to  fires, 
on  the  line  of  our  main  pipes,  and  the  damage  by  fire  has  been 
very  small. 

The  Town  is  probably  not  aware  of  the  value  of  our  hydrant 
service  to  the  village  of  Cochituate  ;  it  is  certainly  equal  to  one- 
half  the  interest  on  the  Water  Bonds,  and  we  think  our  citizens 
will  endorse  this  opinion. 

The  Commissioners  do  not  ask  that  the  hydrants  should  be 
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put  into  the  account  to  be  charged  to  the  Fire  Department,  and 
then  credited  to  the  Water  Works,  although  most  towns  have 
adopted  that  method  to  show  how  well  their  works  paid.  We 
wish  the  tax-payers  to  feel  that  for  whatever  small  sum  they 
may  pay  as  interest,  they  are  receiving  a  full  equivalent. 

Among  the  expenditures  in  building  Water  Works,  are  the 
cost  of  the  reservoir,  the  construction  of  gate  house,  the  furn- 
ishing of  machinery  for  pumping  incase  of  extensive  fires,  and 
the  putting  in  of  main  and  distributing  pipes.  The  Town  has 
made  this  outlay  to  supply  the  village  of  Cocliituate  with  wa- 
ter for  fire  and  domestic  purposes  ;  now  let  the  people  use  their 
best  efforts  to  supply  themselves  with  water,  that  the  Town 
may  the  sooner  get  a  return  for  the  investment. 

The  number  of  services  put  in  the  past  year  was  not  as 
large  as  we  expected,  owing  to  some  trouble  with  the  water 
during  a  short  time  in  the  summer,  which  was  investigated  by 
Profs.  Nichols  and  Fteley,  whose  reports  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  Water  Commissioners. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  exhibit  our 
financial  operations.

USES  AND  ABUSES. 

It  is  to  be  expected  that  a  book  which  is  in  almost  constant 
circulation  wUl  in  the  course  of  several  months  show  marks  of 
age  and  service,  even  with  good  treatment.  The  law  of  decay 
is  written  upon  the  booh  as  upon  all  other  things.  But  if  all 
the  patrons  of  the  library  will  see  that  books  charged  to  their 
names  are  used  with  proper  care^  there  will  be  a  greater  degree 
of  satisfaction  and  quite  a  saving  of  expense.  The  responsi- 
bility for  the  safe-keeping  and  good  treatment  of  the  book  is 
with  the  person  against  whom  it  is  charged,  until  its  return. 
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The  book  comes  to  us  as  a  friend  (old  or  new,)  to  cheer  a 
lonely  hour,  to  impart  comfort,  instruction  and  entertainment, 
and  to  give  inspiration  for  a  nobler  and  better  life.  It  comes 
laden  with  choice  treasures  for  the  mind  and  heart  of  the 
reader,  treasures  coined  from  the  experience  and  research  of 
wise  and  gifted  souls.  It  greets  us  with  a  smiling  face,  rejoic- 
ing in  the  happiness  it  hopes  to  impart.  It  is  always  ready 
when  ive  are,  to  commence  with  us,  to  open  to  us  its  treasures 
and  to  impart  to  us  revelations  of  wisdom  and  knowledge. 
Surely,  its  friendly  ministries,  so  freely  olFered,  should  always 
secure  for  itself  the  most  tender  regard,  the  most  respectful 
and  honorable  treatment.  Books  have  open  secrets  to  tell 
about  the  treatment  they  receive  in  their  round  of  visits.  Hear 
what  this  one  says  :  "I  had  been  entertaining  the  lady  of  the 
house  for  an  hour,  when  she  left  me  with  open  page  doionwar^d 
upon  a  chair.  Soon  the  baby,  sitting  near  by  on  the  floor, 
seized  me,  and  after  trying  in  vain  to  devour  me,  began  a  series 
of  vigorous  gymnastic  exercises  with  me,  much  to  his  own  de- 
light, but  to  my  own  dismay.  So  here  I  am,  battered,  and 
bruised,  and  soiled."  Listen  to  another's  experience  :  "I  was 
so  interesting  that  the  man  could  not  stop  to  loash  his  hands 
after  blacking'  his  boots  or  harnessino-  the  horse  before  he  must 
see  what  I  had  to  say.  Which  he  enjoyed  the  more,  I  do  not 
know,  myself  or  \\\&  pij)e,  for  we  both  seemed  to  share  alike 
and  together  his  attentions.  So  here  I  am,  painted  and  per- 
fumed." Still  another  :  '  'I  w^ent  where  book-marks  are  scarce. 
Whenever  the  lady  stopped  reading,  she  would  deliberately 
turn  down  the  leaf  to  mark  the  place.  And  when  she  took 
me  up  again,  I  was  put  to  tortures  by  being  opened  so  wide 
that  my  covers  were  compelled  to  meet,  and  I  was  always  held 
in  that  way,  turned  inside  out,  while  she  was  reading.  No 
wonder  that  my  back  is  broken  and  my  joints  are  loosened." 

So  these  messengers  of  peace,  leaving  their  companions  on 
their  nice,  clean  slielves,  go  out  bright  and  sweet  and  comely ;

At 
the  commencement  of  the  Fall  term,  Miss  Perry  taught  very 
acceptably  for  four  weeks.

The  North  School  is  very  small,  and  most  of  the  scholars 
quite  young.  Miss  Morse  has  been  faithful  in  her  labors  for 
the  good  of  her  pupils,  and  the  progress  has  been  constant  and 
satisfactory  through  the  year.

As  a  whole,  we  think  the  schools  have  been  a  success.  The 
Committee  take  pride  in  their  general  efficient  state,  and  can- 
not too  strongly  urge  upon  our  citizens  the  necessity  of  hearty 
co-operation  with  the  Committee,  in  all  points,  to  sustain  them 
in  first-rate  condition.  There  have  been,  as  always  will  be  the 
case,  instances  where  the  pupils  have  not  received  such  benefit 
from  the  schools  as  they  ought.  There  have  been  cases  of  an- 
tagonism, on  the  part  of  some  scholars,  to  the  teacher;  and 
when  such  cases  were  investigated  by  the  Committee,  it  was 
found  that  the  fault  did  not  lay  with  the  teacher.  There  have 
also  been  instances  where  the  Committee  have  felt  that  the  home 
influence  over  the  child  was  a  hindrance  rather  than  a  help ; 
and  in  this  connection,  we  ask  the  earnest  help  of  parents. 
Habits  of  subordination  and  study  not  only  lighten  the  burdens 
of  the  teacher  and  help  the  progress  of  the  pupil,  but  also  last 
after  the  pupil  leaves  ^the  school  and  enters  upon  the  active 
duties  of  life.  The  old-time  custom  of  helping  the  scholars  at 
home,  of  encouraging  and  assisting,  of  explaining  and  render- 
ing tasks  pleasant,  is  also  earnestly  urged  upon  the  consideration 
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of  parents.  Lack  of  interest  among  parents  is  an  enemy  to 
schools  ;  and  while  many  parents  take  an  interest  in  aiding  their 
children,  we  think  we  are  right  when  we  say  the  majority  do 
not.  It  is  your  money  we  are  expending,  and  your  children 
we  are  trying  to  benefit,  and  we  cannot  too  emphatically  ask 
your  aid.  Tardiness  is  another  great  evil,  although  we  think 
our  schools  are  doing  as  well  as  the  average.  Tardiness  is 
often  chargable  to  parents,  and  by  a  little  co-operation  on  their 
part  it  can  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  It  is  unnecessary  to 
state  that  absences  are  a  source  of  injury  both  to  the  school  and 
the  scholar,  and  we  cannot  too  strongly  urge  parents  to  allow 
nothing  but  sickness  to  prevent  their  children's  constant  attend- 
ance. 

The  reduced  appropriation  for  last  year  has  been  hardly  suf- 
ficient for  the  needs  of  the  schools.  In  consequence,  the  number 
of  weeks  of  the  schools  have  been  reduced  to  thirty-one  instead 
of  thirty-four,  as  in  previous  years.  The  Committee  have  en- 
deavored to  keep  within  the  appropriation,  by  practicing  rigid 
economy  in  all  expenses.  We  would  recommend  that  the  sum 
of  $4,000  be  appropriated  for  the  support  of  schools  (including 
only  the  teachers'  salaries,  care  of  buildings  and  fuel)  for  the 
ensuing  year.

Auditor's  Report. 


The  foregoing  accounts  of  the  several  officers  of  the  Town 
have  been  examined,  and  are  approved  as  properly  vouched  and 
correctly  cast. 

There  appears  to  have  been  a  very  general  effort  to  conform 
to  the  situation  indicated  last  year,  by  applying  rules  of  econ- 
omy. Some  of  the  departments  show  a  marked  degree  of 
diminution  in  their  expenditures. 

It  would  have  been  gratifying  if  arrangements  of  the  School 
Committee  with  the  Teachers  had  been  made,  whereby  their 
wages  should  have  been  reduced  to  correspond  with  the  officers 
of  the  Town  and  the  laboring  citizens.  Such  a  course  is  rec- 
ommended and  urged  as  just  and  equitable,  as  well  as  desirable 
on  economic  grounds. 

Improvement  is  also  noticed  in  the  business  methods  of  the 
Town  ;  not  only  in  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  chief  officers, 
but  in  the  fullness  and  correctness  of  individual  bills. 

But  two  errors  are  noticed  in  the  Selectmen's  journal.  One 
order  of  $37  50  being  wrongfully  drawn  from  the  School  fund  ; 
and  a  draft  of  $4  37  was  erroneously  made  from  the  Poor 
fund.  A  result  of  mixed  items  on  the  same  bill.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  the  Town  order  these  sums  to  be  respectfully 
transferred  from  the  Contingent  Fund. 

The  Selectmen  have  acted  for  the  interest  of  the  Town  by 
cutting  down  the  charges  on  quite  a  number  of  bills  ;  one  bill 
receiving  their  compliments  in  this  direction  to  the  amount  of 
$30. 
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The  Collector's  accounts  show  a  commendable  improvement 
upon  the  previous  year.  Yet  the  best  skill  of  the  Auditor  in 
computing  interest  due  on  nearly  350  payments  of  overdue 
taxes,  aided  by  the  generous  efforts  of  the  Collector,  has  failed 
to  secure  an  exact  coincidence  of  amount.  The  difference, 
however,  is  comparatively  small.  It  seems  only  fair  to  pre- 
sume that  the  Collector's  Report  exhibits  the  amount  which  has 
been  actually  received  by  him,  and  may  therefore  be  properly 
allowed.  » 

Exact  results  can  only  be  attained  in  business  matters,  by 
correct  calculations  from  reliable  data. 

The  way  adopted  to  show  a  complete  settlement  for  the  taxes 
of  1878-9  is  certainly  unique  ;  and  it  may  be  questionable  how 
the  Treasurer  can  allow  the  full  demand  for  the  collection  of 
taxes,  with  a  recognized  appropriation  of  only  $110,  without 
some  special  action  of  the  town. 

The  increasing  amount  of  unpaid  taxes,  during  the  current 
year,  points  to  the  necessity  of  more  stringent  methods  to  se- 
cure such  promptness  as  will  enable  the  Collector  to  meet  his 
obligations  to  the  Treasurer.  It  appears  from  information  re- 
ceived, that  "it  has  been  very  much  more  difficult  to  collect  the 
taxes  the  present  year,  than  it  was  during  the  two  previous 
years  when  interest  was  charged  for  delinquency."  It  would 
seem,  then,  that  a  return  to  the  "Interest  method"  is  advisable, 
unless  a  still  better  plan  can  be  devised. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  that,  by  the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  the  "tramp  nuisance"  has  received  a 
decided  check :  the  number  of  lodgers  being  diminished  from 
850  in  1878-9  to  238  the  past  year ;  while  those  supplied  with 
meals  have  been  reduced  from  897  to  141. 

The  question  remains  to  be  solved,  whether  similar  desirable 
results  would  be  reached  by  a  full  application  of  ^the  rule 
abopted  by  the  Board,  to  all  applicants  for  help  from  the 
Town. 

A  loss  of  interest  has  been  incurred  on  the  $2,500  in  the 
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Contingent  Fund,  voted  by  the  Town  to  be  transferred  to  the 
Sinking  Fund,  by  allowing  it  to  remain  unused. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  financial  system  for  maintaining  the 
Water  Works.  The  plan  of  placing  the  regular  appropriation, 
(after  being  drawn  from  the  Treasury  in  the  usual  form  )  with 
the  sums  received  from  water-rates  and  other  sources,  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer,  (as  a  trustee  ^ro  tern.,)  to  be  drawn 
by  order  of  the  Water  Commissioners,  is  anomalous  in  our 
Town  affairs,  and  seems  a  complication  for  which  there  is  no 
more  necessity  than  for  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  to  pursue  a 
similar  plan  with  the  regular  appropriation  and  the  profits  of 
the  Poor  Farm.  It  virtually  makes  the  Town  Treasurer  the 
book-keeper  for  the  Water  Commissioners,  without  correspond- 
ingly valuable  results  gained. 

The  new  plan  adopted  last  year  of  * 'gathering  up  the  frag- 
ments" of  the  unused  appropriations  into  a  Contingent  Fund, 
has  worked  advantageously  in  many  respects,  and  may  well  be 
continued.  But,  like  most  improvements,  its  action  was  not 
perfect.  It  summarily  deprived  the  Schools  and  the  Library  of 
considerable  sums  to  which  they  were  fairly  entitled.  Unex- 
pended balances  should  not  be  too  hastily  withdrawn  from  ap- 
propriations whose  expenditure  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town  should  be  gradual  and  cover  over  the  entire  year,  as  in 
the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library,  and  also  of  such  as  have 
prior  unpaid  bills  and  outstanding  orders. 

Both  the  School  and  Library  Committees,  having  proceeded 
through  the  year,  in  the  management  of  their  affairs,  on  the 
basis  of  using  their  respective  balances  of  the  previous  year, 
now  find  themselves  embarrassed ;  the  former  having  an  insuf- 
ficient sum  to  meet  their  bills  (amount  not  ascertained)  ;  and 
the  latter  having  but  $96  98  to  pay  the  Librarian's  salary  and 
the  Cochituate  expressing.  It  is  therefore  recommended  to 
re-transfer  from  the  Contingent  Fund,  by  order  of  the  Tovm, 
the  sum  of  $242  55  to  the  Library  appropriation  ;  and  $196  26 
to  the  Schools. 
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In  anticipation  of  a  competent  committee  to  recommend  the 
regular  and  special  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year,  no  sug- 
gestions are  offered  on  that  topic.

Tliis  was  a  reduction  on 
the  previous  year  of  850.  The  position  of  Mr.  Pierce  and 
wife,  in  their  charge  of  the  Ahnshouse,  has  been  one  of  unusual 
difBcult}'.  We  think  the}'  have  performed  their  duties  faithfull}^, 
to  the  interest  of  the-  town,  and  the  comfort  and  well-being  of 
the  inmates. 

The  number  of  persons  receiving  full  support  is  seven,  an. 
increase  of  two  on  the  previous  .year,  all  of  whom  are  at  the 
Almshouse. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Garfield,  an  inmate  for  several  j'ears,  died

Bent  was  elected  Superintendent. 

B}'  a  vote  of  the  town,  your  Commissioners  appointed  referees 
in  the  cases  of  Cyrus  and  Henry  F.  Lee,  whose  award  for  land 
damages  has  been  accepted  by  the  town. 

The  land  damages  claimed  b}'  the  late  Thomas  J.  Damon,  on 
account  of  his  sickness  and  death  remain  unadjusted. 

Your  Commissioners  would  recommend  that  the  town  appro- 
priate the  same  amount  of  money  for  maintenance,  and  for 
sinking-fund  purposes,  as  last  year.

REPOET   OF   SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
WATER  WORKS. 


To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners. 

I  HEREWITH  submit  m}^  second  annual  report  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Waj'land  Water  Works. 

I  have  put  in  nineteen  (19)  new  service-pipes,  since  my  last 
report  (Feb.  1,  1880),  suppl3-ing  21  families,  1  hotel,  1  shoe- 
factor}^  ;  and  there  have  also  been  attached  five  garden-hose, 
making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  six  (106)  services,  supply- 
ing 131  families,  12  stables,  33  garden-hose,  5  shoe-factories,  1 
schoolhouse,  1  engine-house,  2  stores,  1  barber-shop,  1  market, 
1  boarding-house,  1  hotel. 

There  has  been  an  abundant  supply  of  water  in  the  reservoir 
the  past  year;  and,  although  other  towns  and  cities  have  not 
allowed  the  water-takers  to  use  the  water  except  for  domestic 
purposes,  I  have  allowed  our  water-takers  to  use  as  much  water 
as  the}^  pleased,  and  have  used  a  large  quantity  myself  in  flush- 
ing the  pipes. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  waste-gate  and  valve  be  placed  in 
the  pipes  near  the  house  of  John  W.  Loker,  and  another  on  the 
end  of  the  pipe  on  Harrison  Street,  as,  in  flushing  the  pipes 
through  the  h3'drants,  I  find  it  very  difficult  to  take  care  of  the 
water  so  as  not  to  damage  the  highwa}^  or  the  land  of  individ- 
uals ;  but,  if  these  gates  were  put  in,  the  pipes  could  be  thor- 
oughly flushed  without  any  damage. 

The  works  are  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  the 
hydrant  in  front  of  the  schoolhouse  ;  that  will  have  to  be  dug 
up  in  the  spring,  and  repaired.

The  Fire  Department  has  been  called  out  but  once  during 
the  3'ear. 

May  10,  the  dwelling-house  of  James  A.  Bent,  occupied  by 
William  Lovejoy  as  a  boarding-house,  took  fire  from  cause  un- 
known. The  damage  to  the  building  was  very  light,  and  fully 
covered  by  insurance. 

The  property  of  the  department  is  the  same  as  last  year,  with

We  would  respectfully  ask  the 
town  for  an  extra  appropriation  of  $100,  over  and  above 
the  pay  of  the  firemen,  for  repairs  and  incidental  expenses  for 
the  ensuing  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 


The  Committee  have  received  from  the  Librarian  his  report 
for  the  3ear  just  closed,  and  would  earnestly  commend  the 
statements  and  suggestions  it  contains  to  the  attention  of  the 
citizens  of  the  town. 

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Library  Committee. 

With  no  important  changes  in  its  general  management,  or  the  apparent 
results,  the  Library  has  quietly  passed  another  year  of  service.  Its  effi- 
ciency would  probably  be  increased  if  it  were  open  to  the  public  oftener 
than  once  in  a  week;  yet  this  would  be  a  doubtful  recommendation, 
until  the  general  finances  of  tlie  town  will  fully  warrant  the  necessary 
outlay. 

Were  it  possible,  by  any  forms  of  reiterated  caution  and  advice,  to 
persuade  every  borrower  of  books  to  take  proper  care  of  them  while  in 
their  custody,  it  would  be  a  very  pleasant  duty  to  serve  out  the  needful 
recommendations.  In  the  absence  of  assurance  to  that  end,  it  remains 
for  every  one  to  contribute  to  the  desired  result  in  every  proper  way. 

RULES  FOR  READERS. 
I.  Cards. 

Keep  your  cards  well  filled  with  numbers,  legibly  loritten,  which  will 
secure  the  full  number  of  books  to  which  you  may  be  entitled. 

If  you  wish  for  any  book  in  advance  of  the  others,  mark  its  number 
with  a  cross. 

Do  not  write  the  number  of  a  book  twice  on  the  card. 

II.    Care  of  the  Books. 

Provide  a  valise,  bag,  or  other  suitable  protection,  in  taking  the  books 
to  and  from  your  homes,  especially  in  stormy  weather. 

In  holding  a  book  in  one  hand,  to  read,  keep  it  open  with  the  thumb 
and  little  finger, — and  not  with  the  thumb  only,  pressed  down  between 
the  leaves. 
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Avoid  turning  down  the  leaves,  and  keep  a  place-mark  instead.  A  bit 
of  thi-ead,  or  slip  of  paper,  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  keep  your  place 
of  reading. 

If  leaves  become  loose  while  in  your  possession,  keep  them  carefully 
in  their  places;  and,  on  returning  the  book,  place  in  it  a  slip  of  paper,  on 
which  write  the  words,    Loose  leaves." 

Do  not  allow  children  to  handle  books  merely  for  their  amusement. 

jSTever  use  a  book,  or  suffer  it  to  be  used,  by  children  or  others  under 
your  care,  except  with  clean  and  dry  hands.  And,  when  not  in  use, 
keep  the  books  in  a  place  where  they  will  not  be  liable  to  get  soiled  or 
injured. 

Hav'^  a  strict  regard  to  the  following  law  of  this  Commonwealth  :  — 

[Statutes  of  1872,  Chap.  42.] 
Section  1.  Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously,  or  wantonly  and  without 
cause,  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears,  or  destroys  any  book  .  .  . 
belonging  to  any  town,  city,  or  other  public  library,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  *)r  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  jail  not  exceeding  six  months  for  every  such  offence. 

Observe  the  Library  regulation,  which  requires  all  books  to  be  returned 
to  the  Library  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  each  year.  This  is 
found  in  the  supplemental  catalogues,  amended,  by  vote  of  the  town, 
from  its  original  form. 

As  the  even  decades  of  years  are  completed,  it  may  atford  a  clearer 
indication  of  the  s^tate  of  the  Library,  and  its  use,  to  contrast  the  statis- 
tics of  the  year  1870  with  those  of  ISSO.  Such  a  contrast,  in  part,  will  be 
found  in  the  following  table:  —

In  addition  to  the  above  from  the  Librarian,  the  Committee 
would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  fift}'  dollars  be  apijropriated 
and  assessed  for  the  purchase  of  cases  in  which  to  deposit  the 
specimens  of  minerals.  Indian  relics,  coins,  and  other  valuable 
and  interesting  articles  that  have  been  presented,  and  to  receive 
others  that  are  read}'  to  be  contributed  when  a  suitable  place  is 
provided  for  their  reception. 

Bj'  a  careful  examination  on  the  1st  of  January,  according  to 
the  requirements  of  the  by-laws,  the  Committee  found  the  books 
not  onl}'  in  as  good  condition  as  in  previous  years,  necessary 
wear  from  proper  use  excepted,  but  a  less  number  appear  to 
have  suffered  from  imjyroj^er  use  than  have  been  observed  for- 
merly. There  is  3'et  room,  however,  for  further  improvement. 
The  books  are  subjected  to  injury-  not  while  in  the  Librar}',  but 
when  under  the  care  of  the  people  who  borrow  them.  The  rules 
for  handling  books,  which  are  submitted  in  the  Librarian's  re- 
port, are  speciall}'  commended  for  observance. 

From  all  appearances  relative  to  his  special  duties,  the  Libra- 
rian, who  has  served  the  town  in  that  capacit}'  for  fifteen  years, 
has  b}'  no  means  failed  in  his  interest  in  the  Library,  or  his 
abilit}'  to  conduct  its  affairs.  To  his  efficienc}'  and  good  man- 
agement we  are  indebted  very  largely  for  the  neatness  and 
attractiveness  of  the  rooms,  and  for  the  general  prosperitj-  and 
usefulness  of  the  Library.  By  his  special  care  of  the  books 
considerable  expense  is  saved  in  the  matter  of  re-binding,  and 
otherwise. 

The  Committee,  in  the  examination  of  books  for  admission, 
have  tried  to  be  faithful  to  the  true  interests  of  the  people.  So 
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far  as  possible,  we  have  guarded  the  shelves  from  all  books  that 
are  morally  unhealthy.  Our  aim  has  been  to  keep  the  Library 
from  becoming  an  instrument  of  partisanship  or  sectarianism, 
by  furnishing  readers  with  books  on  both  sides  and  all  sides  of 
contested  questions  which  interest  the  people  or  agitate  the 
world.  We  wish  to  furnish  to  the  young  men  and  women  of 
this  town  not  only  the  means  of  proper  mental  recreation,  but 
also  of  a  broad  and  true  culture,  so  far  as  their  reading  is 
concerned,  in  histor\-,  philosophy,  mechanics,  scientific  research, 
political  economy,  and  religion.  We  want  thom  to  have  the 
opportunity  lor  improvement  and  growth  in  the  knowledge  of 
all  questions  peilaining  to  civil,  moral,  business,  and  social  life. 
If  any  of  them  fail  to  become  useful  and  honorable  citizens,  let 
it  not  be  from  lack  of  means  for  personal  improvement,  freeh' 
offered  them. 

In  removing  his  residence  from  Wayland,  the  writer  of  this 
report  must  be  allowed  to  express  his  enthusiastic  admiration 
for  this  institution,  which  is  doing  so  much  for  the  true  welfare 
of  the  citizens.  It  may  justl}'  be  regarded  as  the  pride  and 
glory  of  the  town,  giving  a  strong  and  steady  impulse  towards 
improving  the  moral  and  intellectual  tone  of  societ}',  and  in  lift- 
ing the  population  into  a  yet  more  prosperous  and  health}' 
condition. 

It  has  given  the  writer  great  pleasure,  in  connection  with  his 
associates  on  this  Committee,  ^vhere  he  has  served  for  seven 
successive  years,  to  have  an^'  share,  however  humble,  in  pro- 
moting the  honor  and  usefulness  of  this  institution.

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EEPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  School  Committee  of  Wa3'land  would  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  schools  of  the  town :  — 

The  number  of  schools  remains  the  same  as  last  3'ear ;  viz., 
ten. 

During  the  yeav  there  have  been  several  changes  of  teachers. 
Mrs.  N.  L.  Palmer  taught  the  last  half  of  the  spring  term  in 
the  place  of  Miss  Anna  E.  Merrill,  in  the  Second  Primar}',  who 
resigned.  Miss  Lizzie  M.  Norton  was  transferred  from  the 
Thomas  District  to  the  Second  Primar}^  for  the  fall  and  winter 
terms.  Miss  Nellie  Hammond  was  placed  in  charge  of  the 
Thomas  District  School.  Mr.  E.  F.  Adams  resigned  the  South 
Grammar  during  the  summer  vacation,  and  Mr.  George  M. 
Stroud  was  secured.  Miss  Clara  E.  Nichols  resigned  the  In- 
termediate School  at  the  close  of  the  fall  term,  and  Mrs.  N.  L. 
Palmer  took  charge  of  this  school  in  the  winter  term.  Mr.  S. 
A.  Holton  resigned  the  Centre  Grammar  School  at  the  close  of 
the  fall  term,  and  Mr.  W.  R.  Brown,  taught  the  winter  term. 
The  other  schools  have  been  under  the  charge  of  the  teachers 
who  have  taught  them  so  efficiently  so  many  previous  3'ears,  as 
follows  :  Lokerville,  Miss  Nellie  R.  Rice  ;  First  Primar}^  Miss 
Gracie  C.  Langmaid ;  Rutter  School,  Miss  C.  M.  Lee;  Centre 
Primary,  Mrs.  E.  Wheeler ;  North  School,  Miss  E.  N.  Morse. 
The  changes  have,  as  a  whole,  added  to  the  efflcienc}'  of  the 
schools.  The  committee  congratulate  themselves  and  the  citi- 
zens on  the  fact  of  a  decided  and  commendable  improvement  in 
the  schools  as  a  whole.  The  teachers  have  been  earnest  and 
patient,  generall}^  wise  and  careful  in  discipline.  Very  few 
cases  of  insubordination  have  occurred.  Our  present  corps  of 
teachers  is  efficient  and  zealous. 

Although  the  committee  are  much  pleased  with  the  marked 
improvement  during  the  year,  they  feel  there  is  3'et  a  wide  field 
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for  advancement.  The  style  of  teaching  has  of  late  3'ears 
undergone  great  changes  in  modes  and  methods.  We  feel  our 
schools  are  not  quite  up  to  the  times.  There  is  a  tendenc}'  on 
the  part  of  some  to  fall  into  ruts  and  monotonj'.  There  is  a 
tendency  on  the  part  of  some  parents  to  object  to  and  complain 
of  any  changes.  We  do  not  want  innovations  or  things  new 
because  ihey  are  new  ;  but  we  do  want  the  best  methods.  More 
of  the  oral,  in  distinction  from  textual  teaching,  would  be  a 
great  advantage.  There  ought  to  be  growth  and  improvement 
each  3'ear.  Let  us  all  co-operate,  the  citizens  with  the  School 
Committee  and  teachers,  in  making  our  schools  all  thej-  ought 
to  be. 

There  has  not  been  a  great  amount  of  truancy',  —  still,  more 
than  there  ought  to  have  been.  A  few  pupils  have  been  ver}- 
persistent  in  this  pastime.  We  have  had  enough  to  see  that 
our  means  of  dealing  with  these  delinquents  is  singularlj'  in- 
efficient. The  teacher  cannot  be  expected  to  meet  the  ditficult}', 
as  corporal  punishment  on  this  class  of  pupils  has  no  effect 
whatever.  The  parents  seem  wholly'  indifferent.  The  com- 
mittee are  powerless.  Result :  these  pupils  run  at  large  when 
inclination  suggests,  much  to  the  hurt  of  the  school  as  a  whole, 
and  the  truant's  growth  in  ignorance.  The  truant-officer  ought 
to  have  more  author  it}",  or  use  what  he  has.  The  schools  in 
the  South  Village  were  badly  broken  up  by  sickness  during  the 
winter  term.  For  a  month  the  measles  prevailed,  sadly  inter- 
rupting the  First  and  Second  Primary'.  Two  weeks  before  the 
schools  should  have  closed,  a  few  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred ; 
and  so  man}'  scholars  were  withdrawn  by  their  parents  that  the 
committee  were  obliged  to  close  the  five  schools  of  this  part  of 
the  town.  It  seems  to  the  committee  that  there  was  needless 
alarm  ;  but  the  schools  could  not  continue  without  pupils.  The 
committee  fail  to  see  the  consistenc}'  of  the  parents  in  with- 
drawing the  children  from  the  schools,  thereby  breaking  them 
up,  and  then  letting  them  run  the  streets  afterwards,  and  ex- 
posing them  to  this  disease  far  worse  than  if  the}"  had  been  kept 
quietly  in  school. 

In  the  South  Village  we  have  not  sufficient  accommodations 
for  the  pupils.  The  First  Primary  has  been  all  the  year  fully 
twice  as  large  as  it  ought  to  be.    Immediate  action  should  be 
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taken  to  provide  at  least  one  more  schoolroom  ;  two  would  be 
better  still.  The  First  Primar}-  ought  to  be  reduced  one-half. 
It  would  be  well  to  more  carefull}'  grade  the  schools,  reducing 
the  number  of  pupils  in  those  now  too  large,  and  make  two 
more  schools.  The  committee  are  unable  to  do  an}'  thing  till 
more  room  is  provided.  One  more  school  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary' for  next  term.  Two  will  be  needed  in  the  immediate 
future.  By  this  crowding  the  schools,  the  teachers'  efficiency  is 
lessened  at  least  one-half.  The  School  Committee  hope  the 
town  will  take  immediate  action  in  this  matter.  The  Commit- 
tee would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  four  thousand  dollars 
for  the  coming  3'ear.

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AUDITOR'S  REPORT. 


The  affairs  of  the  town  during  the  past  3'ear  have,  in  general, 
been  conducted  b}'  its  officers  in  as  commendable  a  manner  as 
in  former  periods ;  3'et  not  without  some  attending  diffi- 
culties. 

The  annual  auditing  of  accounts  finds  corresponding  vouchers 
in  the  several  departments.  Imperfections  in  some  of  the  bills 
are  noted  in  connection.  Among  the  credit-bills,  quite  too 
man}*,  and  some  of  large  amount,  are  compelled  to  lie  among 
the  miscellaneous  for  lack  of  definiteness,  or  of  indorsement  b}^ 
proper  officers.  Two  of  them  ($1.27)  were  overpaid,  caused  by 
errors  in  transferring  to  the  general  order.  One  bill  of  $37.50, 
belonging  in  the  School  department,  was  erroneoush'  drawn 
from  the  Incidental  fund.  The  salary  account  has  been  over- 
drawn in  two  cases  b}*  direct  charges  for  salaries,  and  in  one 
instance  by  a  charge  on  the  Auditor's  bill  of  thirt^^-three  cents 
for  stationer}'  and  postage. 

In  making  the  transfer  from  the  tax-book  to  the  Collector's 
book  in  1879,  an  error  of  one  dollar  was  made  against  a  tax- 
paj-er,  which  has  been  refunded  to  him  by  one  of  the  Assessors 
of  that  year. 

The  Treasurer's  report  for  last  year  was  made  up  amid  the 
cares  and  anxieties  of  severe  sickness  ;  and  it  was  not  discov- 
ered, until  too  late  for  correction,  that  an  error  was  made 
against  the  Treasurer  on  account  of  tax-titles  accredited  as 
cash  receipts  with  no  counterbalancing  statement ;  making  the 
balance  of  cash  in  the  treasury  too  large  by  the  amount  for 
which  the  tax-titles  were  received  and  held  as  security'.  In  his 
report  for  this  year,  the  correction  has  been  made  with  the 
approval  of  the  Auditor. 
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Considerable  anxiet}'  has  been  felt  from  inadequate  payments 
into  the  treasury  (of  the  taxes  of  1879)  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  town's  creditors.  The  rate  of  taxation  for  the  year  was 
unusually  high,  making  it  difficult,  in  some  cases,  for  taxpa3'ers 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  Collector  promptl3\  Add  to  this 
the  absence  of  that  accustomed  spur  (interest  required  from 
delinquents),  and  it  is  not  very  surprising  that  complaints 
during  the  last  fifteen  months  have  been  neither  unfrequent  nor 
without  cause,  —  from  the  Collector,  of  inability  to  secure  paj'- 
ments  ;  from  the  Treasurer,  of  a  depleted  mone}  - vault ;  and 
from  the  creditors  of  the  town,  that  their  bills  were  not  readily 
cashed. 

So  far  as  the  two  causes  named  above  are  concerned,  the  citi- 
zens of  the  town,  acting  in  their  proper  capacity  as  legal  voters, 
must  bear  a  large  share  of  the  responsibility.  When  deciding 
questions  of  money  appropriations  and  their  assessment,  they 
must  know,  and  should  consider,  that  they  are  levying  demands, 
pro  rata,  upon  their  own  individual  pockets;  and,  by  neglect- 
ing suitable  expedients  in  aid  of  collecting  the  money  assessed, 
the}'  invite  unnecessary  delays  and  their  attending  embarrass- 
ments. 

The  attention  of  the  Auditor  has  been  repeatedh'  called  to 
the  existing  state  of  the  town's  finances  during  the  past  year. 
On  the  fourteenth  day  of  October  last,  he  made  an  examination 
of  the  Treasurer's  and  Collector's  accounts :  b}'  which  it 
appeared  that  a  note  of  $2,000  against  the  town,  for  money 
borrowed  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of  1878,  was  long  overdue, 
without  resources  in  the  treasurj'  to  pa}'  it ;  and  that  there 
was  due  from  the  Collector  the  sum  of  $2,310.77  of  the  taxes 
of  1879. 

The  Collector's  account  showed  that  at  the  same  date  the 
balance  of  uncollected  taxes  amounted  to  $1,172.51  ;  leaving  in 
his  hands  as  collected,  but  not  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer,  the 
sum  of  $1,144.26. 

It  seems  too  obvious  to  escape  notice,  that  the  Collector  has 
not  conformed  to  the  instructions  voted  by  the  town  for  making 
pa3'raents  to  the  treasury- ;  his  last  payment  previous  to  Oct.  14 
being  under  date  of  Sept.  15,  and  his  next  following  being 
Oct.  IG  of  $434.27.  These  facts  are  left  with  the  citizen  tax- 
payers for  their  just  criticism. 
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The  Auditor  proceeded,  further,  to  examine  the  Collector's 
bond  with  its  sureties  as  accepted  by  the  Selectmen  ;  and  was 
compelled  to  the  conclusion,  that  more  dependence  could  be 
placed  upon  the  personal  integrit}'  of  the  Collector  than  upon 
that  document. 

It  is  but  just  to  sa}',  however,  that,  at  the  close  of  the  finan- 
cial 3'ear,  the  number  of  delinquent  taxpayers  has  been  so 
reduced  as  to  give  promise  of  a  speedy  closing  of  the  account. 

In  view  of  the  above,  a  few  reflections  are  almost  too  obvious 
to  require  statement ;  3'et,  with  a  view  of  placing  before  every 
citizen  of  the  town  considerations  that  ma^^  tend  to  future 
improvement,  let  it  be  urged, — 

First,  That,  as  promptness  is  the  life  of  all  social  enterprise, 
and  an  essential  element  in  successful  business,  so  it  is  equall}^ 
important  in  the  financial  affairs  of  a  town. 

Second,  While  it  must  be  considered  disreputable  for  a  town 
not  to  be  able  to  meet  all  demands  on  its  treasur}'  as  they 
mature,  it  should  be  held  doubl}'  so  for  its  citizens,  amenable  to 
the  toicn  for  its  financial  suptplies,  to  withhold  or  delny  payments, 
except  under  the  severest  exigenc}'.  Such  delinquencies  should 
be  stamped  as  unjust  towards  all  who  pay  their  taxes  promptl}', 
and  as  tending  to  fix  a  blot  upon  the  fair  name  of  the  town. 

Before  leaving  this  topic,  two  or  three  suggestions  seem 
appropriate. 

First,  Let  the  citizen  voters  guard  against  all  unnecessary 
public  expenditures  when  making  their  annual  appropriations. 

Second,  Let  conditions  to  encourage  the  prompt  pa3  ment  of 
taxes  be  liberal. 

Third,  Let  Boards  of  Selectmen  accept  only  such  a  bond 
from  the  Collector  as  shall  specifically-  and  fully  cover  his  obli- 
gations to  the  town,  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  ample  in 
case  of  default,  held  each  and  separately'  for  a  certain  amount, 
instead  of  jointly  and  collectively-  for  the  whole. ^ 

^ "  The  Collector  shall  make  weekly  payments  into  the  treasury  of  all  taxes  collected ; 
provided  also,  that,  after  deducting  the  county  tax,  he  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  one- 
half  of  all  the  taxes  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  and  the  balance  on  or  before 
the  last  Monday  in  December." —  Vote  in  Town  Meeting,  April  7,  1879. 

"Now,  if  the  said  Edward  Pousland  shall,  as  Collector,  as  aforesaid,  faithfully  collect, 
account  for,  and  pay  over,  all  the  taxes  which  he  shall  be  legally  required  to  collect,  and 
also  faithfully  discharge  all  other  legal  duties  of  said  office,  then  this  obligation  shall  be 
void,"  etc.  —  Condition  in  Collector's  Bond  for  1879. 
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The  frequent  defalcations  in  managing  public  trusts,  in  other 
places  where,  in  some  cases,  integrit}'  had  stood  unblemished 
and  unsuspected,  should  teach  the  wisdom  of  guarding  with 
extreme  vigilance  against  the  invasion  of  such  intruders  within 
our  precincts.

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EEPOET  OF  THE  WAYLAND  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 


Wayland,  February  20,  1882. 
The  Water  Commissioners  respectfull}'  submit  their  annual 
report. 

Through  the  year  1880  there  was  a  general  complaint  of  the 
water,  and  repeated  flushing  of  the  pipes  was  of  no  benefit  whatever  ; 
and  we  were  satisfied  that  unless  something  could  be  done  to  pro- 
mote the  purity  of  the  water  the  water-rates  would  decrease  to  a 
considerable  extent. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  reservoir  and  its  surroundings, 
and  taking  advice  of  competent  parties,  we  decided  upon  a  plan ; 
and,  at  the  last  annual  meeting  in  April,  asked  for  an  appropriation 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500),  believing  it  to  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  town,  —  which  was  granted. 

We  expended  fourteen  hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars  and 
seventy  cents  ($1,463.70),  as  per  maintenance  account. 

We  feel  that  the  mone}^  was  well  expended  ;  for,  since  it  was 
finished,  there  has  been  hardly  any  complaint,  and  none  we  have 
not  been  able  to  remedy  immediately  by  moderate  flushing,  saving 
any  decrease  of  water-rates  for  that  reason,  and  has  increased 
more  than  ten  per  cent,  on  the  money  expended,  with  applications 
now  on  file  for  the  water  earh'  in  the  spring. 

The  water  in  its  present  condition  is  second  to  no  aqueduct 
water  in  the  State.

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners :  — 

I  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Water- 
works. 

I  liave  collected  and  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer,  $1,367  for 
water-rates  from  Jan.  1,  1881,  to  Jan.  1,  1882.  ' 

We  have  supplied  with  water  for  the  whole  year,  144  faucets, 
used  by  130  families,  and  suppl3'ing*  37  garden-hose,  9  bath-tubs, 
9  water-closets,  12  stables,  5  shoe-factories,  1  boarding-house,  4 
stores,  1  school-house,  engine-house,  etc.  Of  these  there  have  been 
shut  off,  and  not  used,  9  faucets,  supplying  9  families  ;  and  there 
have  also  been  shut  off  7  garden-hose. 

There  have  been  no  services  shut  off  for  non-payment  of  water- 
rates. 

Since  April,  1881,  there  have  been  added  to  the  works  12  service- 
pipes,  supplying  17  families,  1  harness  shop,  1  water-closet,  2 
stables,  and  6  more  tenements  not  in  use. 

There  has  been  an  abundant  supply  of  water  for  the  3'ear,  and 
none  have  been  restricted  in  its  use. 

The  water  has  been  greatl}^  benefited  b}^  the  cleaning  and  deep- 
ening of  the  reservoir,  and  there  have  been  no  complaints  of  bad 
water,  since  it  was  done,  that  I  have  not  remedied  b}'  slightly  flush- 
ing the  pipes  ;  and  I  venture  to  say  that  there  has  not  been  a  gallon 
of  water  used  for  flushing  the  pipes  since  the  reservoir  Avas  cleaned, 
where  there  were  hogsheads  used  before.  There  was  one  leak  in 
the  main-pipes  during  the  year,  caused  b}^  a  crack  in  the  pipe,  which 
I  have  fixed.  I  have  also  repaired  two  hydrants,  and  several 
leaks  in  service-pipes,  so  that  the  works  are  all  tight  and  in  per- 
fect order. 

I  have  bought  a  supply  of  pipes  and  fittings,  and  have  emplo^-ed 
B.  S.  Hodges  to  do  what  plumbing  there  has  been  done  since 
July  1. 

The  actual  cost  for  maintenance,  repairs,  etc.,  for  the  year,  has 
been  $176.09.    (See  report,  maintenance  account.)

TJie  property  of  the  department  is  the  same  as  last  year,  nothing 
new  having  been  added.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 


The  comrnittee  hereb}'  present  their  annual  report  to  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  town,  for  the  year  ending  January' 31st,  1882,  to  which 
the  report  of  the  Librarian  is  annexed. 

In  examining  the  books  and  general  condition  of  the  Librar}-, 
Jannary  1st,  1882,  the  committee  find  this  institution  to  have  con- 
tinned  to  maintain  its  hitherto  liigh  standard  of  excellence  and 
nsefnlness,  with  increased  appreciation  by  the  citizens  who  avail 
themselves  of  its  advantages. 

Most  of  the  books  have  been  carefully  handled  and  cared  for 
while  in  circulation.  A  few,  however,  have  been  badly  mutilated  ;  in 
some  instances  by  those  who  are  able  to  read  and  write,  as  indi- 
cated hy  various  written  statements  on  the  fly-leaves  and  pages; 
while  in  many  cases  they  have  been  made  playthings  for  children 
who  are  unable  to  read. 

We  cannot  too  strongly  condemn  such  practices,  and  hope  this 
wanton  carelessness  and  indifference  will  not  be  continued. 

The  Librar}'  has  been  enlarged  b}'  324  volumes, —  129  by  pur- 
chase, and  195  by  gift. 

Notably  among  the  gifts,  several  valuable  volumes  of  Milto- 
nian  Hterature,  by  Mr.  Elbridge  Smith,  of  Boston,  and  of  142  mis- 
cellaneous works  from  the  Cochituate  Libraiy  Association. 

The  Librarian,  ever  faithful  and  conscientious,  as  executive  offi- 
cer of  the  institution,  has  attended  to  the  various  duties  and 
details  with  earnest  devotion  ;  and  the  results  attending  his  labor 
will  be  found  in  part  in  his  report,  which  will  repay  careful  perusal. 
Yet  a  large  part  of  his  labor,  care,  and  attention  cannot  be  reported. 
The  patrons  of  the  library  can  only  truly  appreciate. 

In  their  purciiases  the  con^mittee  have  tried  to  guard  against  im- 
proper publications,  —  our  object  being  to  elevate  the  tastes, 
improve  ihe  morals  and  mind,  and  afford  innocent  annisement. 
The  name  of  the  author  is  not  always  a  guarantee  of  the  ciiaracter 
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of  tlie  book.  Careful  examination  can  only  determine  its  value. 
The  works  of  the  best  writers  are  sometimes  found  indelicate  and 
impure,  or  too  bighh'  imaginative,  or  in  other  \va3's  objectionable. 
Thei-e  are  Christian  families  which  would  not  permit  in  their  book- 
cases all  of  the  British  poets,  many  of  the  historical  publications, 
or  even  some  of  the  classics,  as  being  unfit  for  the  young ;  yet  a 
public  library  would  be  incomplete  without  them.  It  would, 
therefore,  seem  that  parents  should  exercise  care  and  discrimination 
in  what  they  permit  their  children  to  read. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  two-thirds  of  the  books  issued  at  the  pres- 
ent are  fiction,  and  that  the  popular  magazines  of  the  day  are 
largel}'  filled  with  this  class  of  literature  ;  and  the  question  of  how 
much  of  this  material  shall  be  provided  for  the  public  is  a  serious 
one.  Fi'om  the  Librarian's  report  it  will  be  seen  that  over  fift}" 
per  cent,  of  the  circulation  is  fiction,  which  is  a  plain  indicator  of 
the  sentiment  and  demand  of  the  community. 

We  must  not  forget  that  a  large  portion  of  our  best  prose  and 
poetry  is  fiction,  —  that  it  finds  its  way  into  the  Sunday-school  li- 
brar}",  and  into  the  study  of  the  clergyman  ;  and,  so  far  as  it  is  not 
immoral  or  sensational,  it  cannot  be  objectionable.  Much  of  historj^ 
science,  biography,  the  customs,  modes  of  life,  and  habits  of 
people  of  different  countries  and  ages  are  faithfully  and  truthfully 
given,  thereby  furnishing  valuable  information  in  an  attractive 
form  to  those  who  would  rarel}"  scan  the  pages  of  scientific  works. 
It  seems  that,  with  proper  care,  this  class  of  reading  must  and 
should  be  provided. 

There  are  times  when  light  reading  is  beneficial.  The  labors  and 
duties  of  life  often  cause  our  bodies  to  become  weary,  and  the 
mind  to  be  depressed.  Under  such  conditions  we  seek  a  book  to 
find  relief,  and  soon  forget  our  cares  ;  and,  for  the  time,  loose  our- 
selves "  as  circles  do  in  water." 

But  to  read  simply  for  amusement  should  not  be  the  highest  aim, 
but  rather  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  knowledge  in  that  which  is 
great  and  good. 

The  people  of  the  town  should  not  forget  that  our  library  is 
growing,  both  in  size  and  usefulness.  It  is  for  us  all  to  enjoy  ;  it 
is  a  part  of  our  educational  system  ;  it  is  used  by  the  children 
while  at  school,  and  the  principal  means  of  education  to  most  of 
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our  youths  after  their  school-days  arc  ended.  For  this  reason  we 
should  seek  to  increase  the  books  of  an  educational  class,  which 
will  best  fit  the  rising  generation  to  lay  a  broad  and  good  founda- 
tion, thereb}'  securing  to  the  future  the  intelligent  citizen.

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Mrs.  W.  G.  Roby  has  contributed  eight  volumes  of  Frankliu- 
square  novels,  in  paper  covei  s  ;  Rev.  T.  A.  Merrill,  three  numbers  of

osity of  Mr.  Elbridge  Smith  (a  friend  to  the  Library-  since  its 
origin),  there  is  now  on  our  shelves  an  array  of  Miltonian  litera- 
ture unsurpassed  In'  many  of  the  large  city  libraries. 

The  entire  works  of  Milton,  London  editions  in  royal  quarto, 
with  copious  notes,  are  of  high  value.  His  poetic  works,  illustrated 
by  Dore,  in  folio,  recently  presented,  and  espe^cialh'  the  Miltonian 
autographs,  —  a  folio  volume  in  unique  binding,  rarely  met  with 
in  this  country,  —  are  worthy  of  especial  attention  ;  while  several 
other  books  on  his  works,  life,  and  times,  by  Masson,  Mitfore, 
Pattison,  and  others,  comprise,  in  all,  not  less  than  nineteen 
volumes. 

Under  your  order,  a  cabinet  and  case  has  been  made,  and  placed 
in  the  library-room,  in  which  to  exhibit  the  specimens  of  nature 
and  art,  with  relics,  curiosities,  etc.,  already,  donated  to  the  Librarv. 
It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  rapidly  filled  through  a  generous  willing- 
ness to  contribute  or  loan  articles  of  interest.

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AUDITOR'S  REPORT. 


In  making  his  report  of  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  3'ear 
ending  Feb.  1,  1882,  the  Auditor  has  examined  ever}-  bill,  sepa- 
rated them,  and  made  an  itemized  report  of  each  department  as  far 
as  possible. 

Upon  examining  the  Treasurer's  account  with  the  Collector  of 
1879,  it  was  found  that  there  was  a  balance  due  the  town,  Feb.  1, 
1881,  of  $885.48. 

But  two  payments  —  one  for  8*203.15,  the  other  for  $100  —  have 
been  made  since  Feb.  1,  1881,  leaving  a  balance  of  $582.33  due 
the  town  Feb.  1,  1882. 

The  Collector  of  that  3-ear  (1879)  called  the  Auditor's  attention 
to  the  matter,  stating  that  he  had  some  charges  against  the  town, 
as  Collector's  fees,  abatements  granted,  and  one  or  two  other  items, 
and  was  desirous  of  having  a  settlement  with  the  town. 

The  attention  of  the  voters  is  called  to  the  matter,  that  they  ma}' 
take  such  action,     if  any,"  as  they  think  best.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  School  Committee  of  Wayland  would  submit,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  law,  the  following  report  of  the  schools  of 
the  town,  for  the  year  ending  Februarj'  1,  1882  :  — 

The  number  of  the  schools  has  been  increased  during  the  year  by 
one,  making  eleven. 

The  committee  congratulate  themselves  and  the  town  on  the  im- 
provement of  the  schools  during  the  year.  None  of  the  committee 
are  new  to  the  schools  this  year  ;  and,  therefore,  we  can  judge  very 
accurately  as  to  their  efficiency  this  year  with  last,  and  we  are 
more  than  satisfied.  The  advance'has  not  been  great ;  but  there 
has  been  progress.  As  a  whole,  we  look  with  satisfaction  on  the 
year's  work.  AYe  do  not  pretend  to  say  that  all  we  desired,  or 
could  have  wished,  in  ever}*  case,  has  been  reached  ;  but  we  have 
very  little  to  complain  of,  while  w^e  have  much  to  rejoice  over,  in 
the  year's  work.  Every  teacher,  without  exception,  has  devoted 
time  and  energ}'  unflinchingly  to  the  work.    The  result  is  good. 

The  committee  had  no  desire  to  change  any  of  the  teachers,  but 
have  been  obliged  to  accept  resignations  in  some  cases.  Mrs.  E. 
Wheeler,  of  the  Centre  Primary-,  was  obliged  to  give  up  her  school, 
b}'  reason  of  poor  health,  at  the  spring  term.  We  w^ere  exceed- 
ingly sorr}'  to  lose  so  valuable  a  teacher  from  a  school  she  had 
taught  so  long ;  but  were  very  fortunate  in  the  success  of  Miss 
Hattie  Reeves,  who  taught  one  term  as  a  substitute.  This  was 
Miss  Reeves'  first  attempt  at  teaching ;  but  she  filled  the  vacancy 
satisfactorily. 

Mrs.  Wheeler  was  able,  with  the  fall  term,  to  resume  her  old 
position.  Her  long  service  in  that  school  needs  now^ords  to  tell  of 
her  work. 

Mrs.  N.  L.  Palmer,  at  the  end  of  the  fall  term,  said  her  health 
would  not  allow  her  to  teach  the  wiuter  term.     Reluctantly  we 
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accepted  Mrs.  Palmer's  resignation.  The  work  that  Mrs.  Palmer 
had  done  in  this  school,  the  Intermediate,  during  the  three  terms 
she  had  taught  it,  was  among  the  best  efforts  at  school  discipline 
and  training  we  have  ever  seen.  We  need  not  say  we  regretted 
the  loss  of  her  services.  The  time  was  short  in  which  to  find  such 
a  teacher  as  we  wanted  for  so  difficult  a  school.  But  circum- 
stances were  wonderfully  favorable,  in  bringing  within  reach  Miss 
L.  A.  Dean,  of  Broclcton,  a  teacher  of  large  experience,  who  made 
Mrs.  Palmer's  place  good,  which  is  saying  all  that  is  needed. 

Miss  Nellie  Hammond  resigned  the  Thomas  District  school,  to 
take  a  better  opening  in  another  State,  at  the  end  of  the  fall  term. 
Miss  Hammond  began  her  experience  in  teaching  at  this  school ; 
and,  during  the  four  terms  she  taught,  succeeded  admirably. 

Miss  Hattie  Reeves  took  the  school,  and  did  excellent  work 
during  the  winter  term. 

The  other  teachers  have  held  their  places  for  some  length  of 
time  ;  some  of  them  for  a  long  number  of  years  ;  and  this  is 
certainly  all  that  needs  to  be  said  of  their  efficiency.  An  old 
teacher,  though,  needs  to  take  special  pains  that  she  does  not  get 
into  a  routine  and  a  monotonous  way  of  teaching.  Freshness  and 
vigor  are  alwa^'s  necessarj',  and  all  the  more  necessarj'  when  scholars 
have  been  long  accustomed  to  their  teacher's  ways  and  methods. 

The  other  teachers  are  as  follows  :  Lokerville,  Miss  Nellie  R. 
Rice  ;  Rutter  school.  Miss  C.  M.  Lee  ;  First  Primary,  Gracie  C. 
Langmaid  ;  North  school.  Miss  E.  N.  Morse  ;  South  Grammar, 
George  M.  Stroud  ;  Centre  Grammar  school,  W.  R.  Brown  ;  and 
Miss  Lizzie  M.  Norton,  Second  Primar^^ 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  Fii'st  Primary  school  necessitated 
an  outlet  in  some  way.  After  carefull}-  canvassing  the  matter, 
the  committee  decided  it  best  to  have  a  new  school  in  one  of  the 
anterooms  of  the  building.  It  was  not  a  suitable  room  ;  but  the 
best  we  had  at  our  command.  Miss  Lizzie  Moore  was  placed  in 
charge.  The  room  is  too  small;  and  it  disturbs  the  school  in  the 
adjoining  room.  As  there  seems  no  prospect  of  the  number  of 
scholars  belonging  in  this  grade  to  be  less,  action  should  be  taken 
to  provide  more  suitable  accommodations. 

The  action  of  the  committee  has  been  somewhat  criticised  in 
starting  this  new  school.    If  the  critic  would  take  into  considera- 
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tion  one  or  two  circumstances,  we  think  he  would  see  the  injustice 
of  the  criticism.  The  room  was  so  crowded  that  seats  could  not 
be  provided  for  all.  The  law  requires  the  committee  to  furnish 
suitable  accommodations  for  every  scholar  of  proper  nge.  There 
is  no  discretion  in  the  matter. 

Manifestly,  putting  these  little  ones  on  settees  or  chairs  so  high 
that  their  feet  could  not  touch  the  floor  w^as  not  providing  suita- 
ble accommodations,  to  saj'  nothing  of  the  teacher's  ability  to  teach 
from  60  to  75  scholars,  and  do  them  anything  like  justice.  Three 
methods  of  relief  offered  themselves  for  the  future  :  Firsts  to  send 
a  sufficient  number  up  into  the  grade  above,  to  relieve  this  room  of 
its  pressure  ;  but  the  present  grading  of  the  schools  is  ver}'  faulty, 
and  hinders  very  materiall}'  the  efficienc}'  of  the  schools.  The 
committee  have  had  under  consideration,  for  more  than  a  year,  ways 
and  means  to  improve  and  make  something  like  a  S3'stem  in  the 
grade,  and  thought  we  began  to  see  light,  and  that  in  a  little  time 
we  could  require  each  scholar  to  reach  a  certain  point  in  his  studies, 
and  then  pass  required  tests  to  pass  up  into  the  grade  above. 
Something  of  this  is  absolutely  needed.  But  the  passing  up 
twenty'  or  more  scholars  from  the  primarj^  school,  simply  to  make 
room,  was  to  undo  all  we  have  done, — to  make  confusion  and  chaos, 
and  practically  to  abolish  all  grades,  and  send  scholars  where  it 
would  be  most  convenient.  The  second  was  to  pass  an  order  that 
no  more  children  be  born  till  we  get  the  present  lot  educated,  which 
we  respectfully  referred  to  the  medical  member  of  the  committee, 
who  declines,  however,  to  act  a  la  Pharaoh.  Some  people  in  town 
would,  doubtless,  be  glad  to  see  this  last  effected.  But  we  cannot 
take  the  responsibility.  The  third  was  to  create  a  new  school, 
which  was  thought  best.  We  wish  a  room  would  be  provided  so 
that  the  primary  might  be  divided  into  two  schools  of  equal  size. 

There  has  been  one  case  requiring  severe  action  by  the  commit- 
tee. A  bo}'  of  the  Second  Primaiy  had  long  disturbed  the  har- 
mony and  discipline  of  the  school.  At  last,  after  trying  mild 
methods  without  success,  we  were  forced  to  take  him  before  the 
district  juvenile  court,  who  caused  his  removal  from  town.

In  compliance  with  the  statute  which  requires  that  a  valuation  of 
real  estate  shall  be  made  at  least  once  in  ten  j'ears,  we  proceeded, 
on  the  1st  of  May,  to  make  a  valuation  of  the  same.  We  found 
that  the  total  value  of  real  estate  exceeded  the  valuation  of  1872 
by  $223,668,  and  the  total  value  of  psrsonal  estate  b}'  $38,183  ; 
making  a  total  increase  during  ten  3'ears  of  $261,851 . 

Owing  to  the  eflfect  of  the  so-called  mortgage  law,  passed  in  1881, 
and  taking  effect  May  1,  1882,  there  was  a  decided  falling  off  in 
personal  estate  taxable  as  such  ;  the  amount  being  $79,011  less  than 
the  amount  taxed  in  1881,  which  raised  the  rate  of  taxation  eighty 
cents  on  $1,000.

According 
to  the  Auditor's  report  for  the  year  1872  the  expense  for  doing 
the  same  was  $485.54  ;  it  does  not  appear  by  that  report  ho^  many 
days  it  took  to  accomplish  the  work. 

According  to  the  town  report  for  1860  the  expense  was  $301.00. 
Time  occupied  equivalent  to  one  man  144 J  da3's.  The  pay  per 
diem  allowed  that  3'ear  was  onl}-  $2.00  ;  whereas,  at  the  present  time? 
it  is  $2.50.  Reckoning  the  number  of  da3's'  work  in  1860  at 
$2.50  pe?'  diem,  the  expense  would  have  been  $374.00. 

The  total  valuation  at  that  time  was  only  $581,850,  which  is 
less  than  one-half  of  the  valuation  of  the  present  year.

The  Water  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  their  annual 
report :  — 

The  line  of  pipe  has  been  extended  with  a  6-inch  cast-iron, 
pipe  from  a  point  near  the  house  of  F.  B.  Hawes,  to  Farwell's 
corner  (called the  Simpson  extension).  The  interest  on  the  bonds 
is  4  per  cent.,  amounting  to  SI 60  ;  and  the  receipts,  with  the  present 
number  of  faucets  now  in  use,  are  $259,  or  about  6 J  per  cent. 
The  line  has  also  been  extended  with  a  2-inch  iron  pipe,  from  a 
point  near  the  honse  of  J.  A.  King,  to  Mrs.  E.  A.  Farmer's. 
The  interest  on  the  cost,  at  5  per  cent.,  amounts  to  $19.84,  and 
the  receipts,  with  the  present  number  of  faucets  now  in  use,  are 
$40,  or  a  little  more  than  10  per  cent. 

The  commissioners  feel  that  the  town  will  endorse  their  action 
in  making  this  extension,  believing  it  to  be  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  town  as  well  as  a  good  investment.  The  claim  of  the  late 
Thos.  J.  Damon  has  been  settled  and  paid,  —  $105,  borrowed  of 
Wm.  H.  Bent.  The  water-rates  the  past  year  were  $1,402.33, 
exclusive  of  the  $348  received  of  the  town  for  hydrants.  With 
the  present  number  of  faucets  now  in  use  the  water-rates  the 
coming  year  will  be  $1,800.  The  interest  on  the  water  bonds, 
together  with  the  Farmer  extension,  and  the  $1,500  expended  at 
the  reservoir  in  1881,  will  amount  to  $1,505,  leaving  a  balance 
of  water-rates  of  $295  ;  and  with  the  appropriation  for  32  hydrants, 
at  $12  each, — $384,  —  the  commissioners  estimate  at  least  $500 
to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking-Fund  the  coming  3^ear. 
The  works  are  in  good  condition,  and  the  water  has  been  remark- 
ably good  during  the  year,  considering  the  complaints  of  water- 
works generall}'.

The  department  has  been  called  to  two  fires  during  the  year: 
March  31,  fire  in  the  post-office  and  store  of  Walter  C.  Moore,  that 
was  extinguished  with  slight  damage. 

August  18,  Thomas  Bryant  &  Co.'s  shoe  factory  was  entirely  de- 
stro^ed.  The  Fire  Department  deserve  (and  have  received)  great 
credit  for  saving  the  building  closely  situated  to  this  factory. 

At  the  April  meeting  the  tOAvn  voted  to  buy  a  piece  of  land 
nearer  the  centre  of  Cochituate,  and  move  the  engine-house  on  to  it.

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REPOllT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 


The  committee  hereb}'  present  their  annual  report  to  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  town  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1883,  to  which 
the  report  of  the  Librarian  is  annexed,  and  your  attention  is  re- 
spectfully called  to  the  same. 

In  pursuance  of  the  BN'-Lavvs  the  books  were  examined  the  first 
week  in  January,  and  were  found  to  be  in  very  fair  condition,  hav- 
ing been  injured  but  little  during  the  year ;  no  more  in  fact,  than 
should  be  expected  from  being  in  almost  constant  use,  and  in  this 
respect  we  with  pleasure  note  a  decided  improvement  from  last 
year. 

The  Librarj^  has  been  enlarged  by  126  volumes,  —  48  by  gift, 
and  78  b}'  purchase. 

The  cabinet,  which  was  purchased  two  years  ago,  is  well  filled 
with  rare  and  valuable  relics,  curiosities,  and  specimens  of  nature 
and  art,  of  interest  to  all ;  gifts  from  our  citizens,  and  from  friends 
of  the  Library  who  reside  elsewhere.  Particular  mention  should 
be  made  of  the  donations  from  Lieut.  H.  D.  Smith,  U.S.N. ,  who 
has  taken  a  lively  interest  in  our  Library. 

The  executive  officers  have  continued  to  faithfully  perform  their 
duties,  and  are  ever  courteous  to  the  public  and  attentive  to  the 
wants  of  its  patrons. 

The  circulation  has  been  somewhat  less  thnn  last  3'ear,  which  is 
accounted  for  b}'  the  small  addition  of  new  books.  There  is  a 
strong  and  growing  demand  for  new  books,  particularl}"  in  the  line 
of  fiction.  Standard  works  of  history,  biography,  science,  and  art, 
are  read  b}*  the  few,  fiction  b}'  the  many.  A  small  increase  has 
resulted  in  a  diminished  circulation.  If  the  wants  of  the  public  are 
not  met  by  the  Library,  it  will  seek  other  wa3's  and  means,  even  if 
less  desirable. 

We  should  not  forget  that  a  large  majority  of  the  books  pub- 
lished a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  have  been  superseded  by  the 
publications  of  later  years  ;  and  those  of  to-day  will  mosth'  have 
passed  away  in  a  few  years  hence  ;  yet  we  must  provide  for  to-day 
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the  literature  of  the  i)resent, —  for  a  Library  would  be  decidedly  de- 
ficient which  did  not  have  upon  its  shelves  the  thoughts,  imagina- 
tion, and  even  the  errors,  of  each  succeeding  year. 

The  Library  should  be  managed  for  the  good  of  the  largest  num- 
ber, and  this  can  onh^  be  done  by  furnishing  books  which  they 
desire,  which  are  not  immoral  and  impure.  An)'  book  which 
gives  a  faithful  picture  of  life  ;  which  does  not  make  crime  and  vice 
attractive  ;  which  shows  the  evil  consequences  of  wrong  and  wicked- 
ness, is  a  safe  book  for  a  Public  Library. 

It  is  not  expected  that  we  can  equal  wealthy  cities  and  towns  in 
the  purchase  of  the  various  books  which  are  almost  hourly  sent  out 
b}^  enterprising  publishers  ;  and,  in  fact,  we  doubt  if  it  is  desir- 
able to  do  so ;  but  we  should  yearly  add  to  our  collection  such 
books  from  the  various  departments  of  knowledge,  with  a  due  pro- 
portion of  lighter  publications,  to  make  our  Library  as  complete  as 
possible,  so  that  both  old  and  j^oung,  the  grave  and  jovial,  each  and 
all,  can  find  mental  food  and  enjoyment,  and  therebj^  be  improved. 

This  brings  us  to  the  question,  whether  the  committee  can  do 
justice  to  the  patrons  of  the  Librar}'  with  the  means  at  their 
command. 

At  the  last  April  Town  meeting  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars 
was  appropriated  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Library, 
being  one  hundred  dollars  less  than  formerly.

Leaving  a  balance  of  forty  dollars  to  be  expended  for  books,  —  a  sum 
altogether  inadequate  to  the  requirements  of  such  an  institution. 
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No  doubt  many  may  say,  "  Cut  clown  the  expenses."  This  im- 
portant question  has  been  \ery  carefully  considered,  and  the  labor 
and  service  of  each  department  examined  into,  with  the  view  to 
reduce  the  running  expenses  to  the  smallest  sum  possible  ;  and  it 
is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  committee  that  the  Library  cannot 
be  efficiently  cared  for  in  its  administration  at  a  less  expense  than 
at  present.  The  labor  bestowed  by  the  librarian  and  his  assistant 
is  far  larger  than  any  one  would  suppose,  unless  fully  acquainted 
with  their  duties.  No  town  officer  gives  so  much  labor  for  the 
compensation. 

We  believe  the  town  will  not  permit  its  Library  to  go  backward, 
or  remain  in  statii  quo.,  but  that  it  shall  advance  with  the  town 
and  with  the  age  in  which  we  live.  Yet  it  cannot  move  on  in  its 
noble  work,  unless  its  needs  are  provided  for. 

The  time  has  been  when  it  required  an  argu  ment  to  prove  the 
usefulness  and  benefit  of  a  Public  Library  ;  but  happily  that  day 
has  passed,  not  to  return.  It  is  now  a  necessity,  and  your  com- 
mittee consider  it  a  part  of  our  educational  system  ;  that  it  stands 
next  to  our  schools,  and  should  be  maintained  accordingly.

This  appendage  to  the  Library  was  started  three  3'ears  ago,  and 
is  designed  to  contain  for  exhibition  such  articles  as  may  be  volun- 
tarily contributed,  or  loaned,  which  may  not  only  be  worthy  of 
casual  attention,  but  serve  also  to  illustrate  important  subjects  of 
study  treated  in  the  books  of  the  Library. 

It  has  already,  and  especially  during  the  past  year,  secured  the 
attention  of  many  persons,  who  have  generously  added  to  its  con- 
tents. It  is  also  worthy  of  remark  that  a  large  number  of  visitors 
avail  themselves  of  opportunities  to  examine  the  articles ;  and 
several  young  persons  have  appeared  with  book  and  pencil  in  hand 
to  make  a  practical  use  of  the  collection  as  students. 

It  is  doubtless  true  that  many  of  our  resident  citizens  might 
contribute  articles  of  A^alue,  without  apparent  loss  to  themselves. 
If  only  a  single  gift  from  each  should  be  received  during  the 
coming  year  such  accessions  would  greatly  enhance  the  value  and 
increase  the  interest  of  this  incipient  institution.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 

For  the  School  Year  1882-83. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Wayland :  — 
The  School  Committee  submit  the  following  report :  — 
While  the  year  has  not  been  characterized  by  an}-  marked  feat- 
ures, there  has  been  a  fair  degree  of  prosperity.  In  some  in- 
stances, and  some  schools,  the  progress  has  been  all  the  committee 
could  ask,  and  more  than  we  expected.  In  other  instances  we  are 
forced  to  hope  and  wait  for  better  things  to  come.  Perhaps  the 
schools  will  average  as  well  as  in  any  past  3'ear,  while  one  or  two 
schools  have  advanced  beyond  anything  the  present  committee 
have  seen  in  those  schools. 

SOME  CHANGES 

it  has  been  necessary  to  make.  Miss  Clara  Gates,  who  tuught  the 
Center  Grammar  School  for  the  spring  and  fall  terms,  resigned,  and 
the  committee  were  so  very  fortunate  as  to  secure  Mr.  Charles  S. 
Stroud  for  the  winter  term.  Mr.  Stroud  has  had  a  better  school  in  this 
term  than  we  have  ever  seen  in  that  building.  Mr.  Geo.  M.Stroud 
resigned  the  Grammar  School  of  the  North  Village,  and  Miss  L.  A. 
Dean  was  transferred  from  the  Intermediate  grade  to  this  school, 
and  has  succeeded  admirab]3\  Miss  Julia  Stearns  was  hired  to 
take  the  Intermediate. 

THE  ATTENDANCE 

in  the  schools  has  been  in  most  cases  very  fair.  It  is  worthy  of 
notice  that  the  Primary  School  of  the  the  South  Village  ranks 
highest  in  the  matter  of  attendance.  When  we  remember  that  this 
school  has  about  fort3'  scholars,  in  age  from  six  to  nine,  and  then 
have  the  best-looking  register  in  town,  it  is  something  to  be  proud 
of.  Probably  the  Grammar  School  of  the  Center  will  take  the 
banner  for  bad  attendance  during  the  spring  and  fall  terms.  It 
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was  a  little  better  during  the  winter  ;  but  not  then  what  it  ought  to 
have  been.  The  value  to  the  pupil,  as  well  as  to  the  whole  school, 
of  an  uninterrupted  and  punctual  attendance  is  not  always  appre- 
ciated by  parents.  Irregular  attendance  is  largely  a  matter  of 
thoughtlessness  and  habit  in  the  parents,  and,  to  a  great  degree, 
unnecessary.  Of  course,  children  will  want,  for  one  and  another 
frivolous  reason,  to  stay  awaj'  from  school ;  but  the  parents  ought, 
for  their  children's  good,  to  see  that  only  for  good  excuse  is  there 
any  absence  from  school. 
There  has  been  very  little  of 

TARDINESS 

on  the  whole,  perhaps  as  little  as  in  any  ^-ear ;  but  there  ought 
to  be  none,  or  nearly  none.  Whatever  excuse  there  ma}'  be  for 
irregular  attendance,  there  is  almost  none  for  tardiness.  It  is 
noticeable,  in  any  school,  that  the  tardy  marks  are  nearl}'  always 
against  one  or  two  names,  and  sometimes  against  these  names  the 
record  is  bad.  The  value  of  punctuality  and  promptness  in  life 
is  everywhere  recognized.  It  should  be  the  definite  aim  of  our 
schools'  training  to  cultivate  such  habits  in  all  pupils. 

READING. 

The  importance  of  this  branch  of  study  is  becoming  more  gener- 
al I3'  acknowledged  and  its  possibilities  better  appreciated.  We 
have  introduced  the  Appleton  Readers,  as  supplementary  text- 
books, and  find  their  use  has  had  an  excellent  effect.  When  the 
scholars  have  read  a  book  through  several  times  they  become  so 
familiar  with  the  selections  that  they  lose  all  interest,  and  derive 
hardly  any  good  from  the  recitation.  It  becomes  merely  a  mechani- 
cal repetition.  Loss  of  interest  is  fatal  to  progress.  To  maintain 
and  stimulate  a  healthy  interest  is  one  of  the  most  essential  things 
in  successful  teaching,  and  it  is  also  one  of  the  most  difficult  tasks 
the  teacher  meets  with  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances. 
The  teacher's  ingenuity  and  resources  are  often  taxed  to  their 
utmost.  In  the  ordinaiy  method  of  teaching  reading  the  teacher 
and  pupil  labor  under  circumstances  most  adverse.  The  few  selec- 
tions one  reader  affords  are  soon  exhausted,  and  the  scholar  loses 
all  interest  in  their  dreary,  monotonous  repetition.    Sometimes,  to 
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escape  this,  the  pupil  is  hurried  on  into  the  next  book  in  the  series 
before  he  is  prepared  to  understand  and  appreciate  it.  He  labors 
to  pronounce  the  new  and  difficult  words,  while  the  meaning  of 
the  words,  and  the  thought  in  the  sentences,  are  something  he 
knows  about  as  much  concerning  as  he  would  if  it  were  Latin  ; 
and  that  which  should  be  a  pleasant  and  delightful  exercise  be- 
comes to  him  a  lifeless  drudgery.  Beyond  this,  too,  the  teacher 
must  be  impressed,  more  than  we  fear  is  always  the  case,  that 
even  a  correct  proiuunciation  of  the  words  is  not  always  good  read- 
ing. The  selections  should  be  of  a  character  that  the  child  can 
understand  and  appreciate;  and  the  teacher  should  find  out 
whether  this  is  done  by  talking  over  the  lesson  together.  There- 
fore we  have  introduced  two  series  of  readers,  that  the  pupil  shall 
not  leave  one  grade  before  prepared  for  the  next.  But  this  is  only 
a  temporary  expedient.  Constant  use  will  rob  these  new  books  of 
their  freshness.  There  is  needed  something  more  than  a  change  of 
text-books  ever}'  few  3'ears.  Every  school  ought  to  be  supplied 
with  a  variety  of  cheap  books  of  reading  for  use  of  the  pupils  at  the 
expense  of  the  town.  The  different  sets  of  readers  could  be  passed 
from  one  school  to  another,  and  thus  constantly  fjesh  reading- 
matter  would  be  supplied|>and  at  a  trifling  cost.  In  many  towns  a 
large  number  of  such  books  are  used  with  advantage.  The  results 
in  one  town,  where  the  experiment  has  been  tried,  of  which  the 
committee  has  had  information,  were  such  that  the  testimonv  was 
unqualifiedly  in  its  favor.  It  seems,  also,  that  much  might  be  done 
by  such  supplementary  reading-matter  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  whole- 
some reading,  and  to  form  habits  which  shall  be  life-long,  —  pro- 
ducing noble  results  in  character.  Any  one  with  any  knowledge  of 
the  reading-matter  of  the  young  people  of  this  town  would  certainl}' 
feel  that  all  possible  effort  should  be  made  to  improve  the  taste. 

The  statute  that  requires  that  reading  be  taught  in  all  public 
schools  of  the  State  is  a  broad  one.  In  its  fullest  signification  it 
includes  more  than  is  frequently  aimed  at  in  our  schools.  Reading 
means  more  than  an  ability  to  pronounce  the  words  of  the  school- 
reader  with  more  or  less  fluenc}'.  It  means  more  than  rendering 
the  meaning  of  the  text-book  with  commendable  accuracy  of  ex- 
pression. For  reading,  as  are  all  other  branches,  is  taught  for  its 
eflfect  upon  the  character  of  the  pupils.    It  is  the  aim  of  public 
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instruction  to  promote  intelligence,  morality,  patriotism,  and  what- 
ever goes  to  make  a  good  citizenship.  Heading  should  be,  preemi- 
nently, taught  with  this  end  in  view.  Be3'ond  the  ability  to  read 
with  ease  ordinary  literature,  —  though  even  this  is  not  acquired 
by  too  man}^  —  it  should  be  the  distinbtive  aim  of  our  school- 
teaching  to  form  habits  of  reading,  inspire  a  love  for  good  books, 
to  awaken  the  appetite  and  foster  a  taste,  for  that  which  is  healthy 
and  pure.  The  furnishing  of  supplemental  reading  is  the  first 
step,  and  therefore  a  most  important  one  in  this  direction.  This  plan 
ought  to  be  followed  out ;  but  can  be  done  onl}^  by  the  town  giving 
the  committee  monc}'  for  all  necessary  work  of  this  kind.  The 
committee,  of  course,  can  do  as  they  choose  in  expending  money ; 
but  they  are  servants  of  the  town,  and  do  not  feel  like  going  be- 
yond what  the  citizens  will  favor.  In  the  meantime  with  the  more 
advanced  scholars  the  teachers  might  do  a  little  in  this  direction 
by  making  use  of  our  excellent  town  library.  Parents  and  teachers 
should  feel  more  interest  in  this  matter  of  what  our  children  are 
reading  out  of  school.  Are  we  aware  that  the  class  of  reading- 
matter  our  young  people  devour  affects  intellect,  character,  and 
lai-gely  their  abilit}'  and  position  in  the  world? 


twp:nty  weeks  of  school. 

There  is  a  great  evil  affecting  some  scholars,  —  an  evil  which  we 
know  is  not  appreciated  at  all  by  those  affected  by  it.  Many  boys 
and  girls  are  removed  from  school  just  as  soon  as  the  law  allows 
it,  and,  in  some  instances,  before  ;  defying  the  law  and  the  truant 
officer.  Perhaps  the  boy  or  girl  may,  in  twenty  weeks  of  a  3'ear, 
learn  to  read  in  easy  reading,  and  write  his  or  her  name  so  it  could 
be  read  ;  but  do  these  paients  realize  that  the  great  influence  be- 
longing to  manhood  and  womanhood  comes  from  intellectual  vigor? 
Intellectual  power  cannot  be  had  except  by  discipline.  A  parent 
commits  a  crime  against  the  child  where  there  is  loithlield  from  the 
cliild  all  the  iidellectual  trainivg  possible  to  he  had  from  our  public 
schools  before  fifteen  years  old.  This  putting  children  of  twelve, 
and  under,  into  our  shops,  or  out  on  the  farm,  because,  forsooth,  they 
can  earn  a  few  dollars,  is  an  outrage  of  the  child's  sacrtd  rights. 
Fathers,  will  you  hearken  to  a  wunl  ol  exhortation?    The  power 
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of  thouglit  which  jour  boy  will  have  will  decide  his  place,  and 
work,  and  iiiflneuce  in  the  world. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  argue  that  the  power  to  s[)eak  and  write 
the  English  language  correctly  is  what  every  bo}'  and  girl  ought  to 
acquire.  The  proper  use  of  language  is  of  the  highest  importance. 
Unless  the  child  learns  to  spell,  writing  is  impossible  ;  and  how  is 
he  to  read  with  any  pleasure,  or  nt  all,  if  every  other  word  in  a 
daily  newspaper  is  an  unknown  quantity,  and  as  formidable  as  a 
black  bear  in  a  wilderness.  Intelligence  is  dependent  on  right 
thinking.  Wide  reading  is  a  food  for  thought.  It  is  a  self-evident 
fact  that  the  quick,  keen,  intelligent  minds  are  the  ones  who  are  to 
advance.  The  ignoiant  and  the  stupid  will  be  soon  left  behind. 
Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  says  that  "the  D.D.'s  of  most  weight  in 
the  world  are  D-DoUars  and  D-Dimes."  I  surmise  he  is  right.  But, 
ray  friend,  consider  whether  the  ''dimes"  that  the  boy  can  earn 
now  are  equ'al  to  the  dollars"  he  will  be  able  to  earn  when  a 
man,  if  noio  he  he  properly  educated.  The  town  has  furnished  but 
thirty-three  weeks  of  schooling  this  year  to  any  of  her  scholars,  and 
it  would  seem  as  if  no  parent  would  be  so  mean  as  to  deprive  his 
children  of  this  morsel  of  a  privilege. 

PAUIi:NTS    AS  VISITORS. 

The  registers  show  that  about  three  hundred  and  thirty  persons 
have  visited  the  schools  during  the  year.  Of  these  visitoi  s  only 
seventy  have  had  children  in  the  schools,  and  during  the  three 
terms  the  names'of  the  same  parents  occur  as  a  rule  ;  therefore  it 
remains  that  only  about  twenty-five  of  the  parents  of  the  scholars 
have  been  interested  enough  to  see  for  themselves  what  the 
children  were  doing.  One  of  the  committee  has  a  girl  in  the 
schools,  and  aside  from  him  not  a  man  who  has  a  child  in  school 
has  visited  the  schools  of  the  town.  The  committee  have  talked 
occasionally  at  the  close  of  the  schools,  but  it  has  apparently  had 
no  effect.  Now  we  state  the  case  for  you  to  read.  Does  it  read 
well:*  We  have  about  three  hundred  and  fift}'  scholars  in  town. 
There  must  be  something  like  three  hundred  families  represented  in 
the  schools.  Twent3'-five  out  of  three  hundred  took  an  hour  to  see 
what  "my  boy"  or  "my  girl"  is  doing  at  school.  You  take 
interest  to  scold  and  criticise  a  good  deal,  and  sometimes  about 
5w 
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matters  you  don't  know  anything  about,  becnuse  you  did  not  go 
and  inquire  where  truth  might  be  had.  Now,  my  good  friend,  visit 
the  schools  at  least  once  during  each  term. 

Thirty-Three  Weeks  of  School. 

The  committee  have  not  felt  like  exercising  their  power  to  ex- 
pend more  money  than  was  appropriated  ;  so  the  terms  have  been 
shortened  down  to  eleven  weeks  each.  We  would  ask  the  tax- 
payers if  it  is  wise  to  keep  the  school  fund  so  small  for  the  sake  sim- 
ply of  lower  taxes.  Without  doubt,  low  taxes  are  to  be  greatly 
desired,  and  should  be  wisely  sought ;  but  when  the  boys  and  girls 
are  cut  short  in  their  schooling  to  make  low  taxes,  any  wise  man, 
it  would  seem,  would  see  the  foU}^  of  it.  But  the  critic  says, 
"You  pay  too  high  salaries  to  the  teachers."  Let  us  see.  We 
pay  an  average  of  $9.50  a  week,  or  about  $313.50  a  year.  Nine 
and  a  half  dollars  a  week  would  seem  good  wages,  and  so  it 
would  be  if  the  teacher  had  it  every  week  in  the  year ;  but  what 
they  actually  get  is  S6.07  a  week,  and  to  pay  $3.50  to  $4.00  a 
week  for  board  leaves  them  less  than  a  smart  servant  girl  gets  in 
the  kitchen.  Governor  Butler  says  in  his  message  that  "  the  female 
teachers  of  the  State  average  $367.08  a  year,"  —  not  so  much  as  a 
third-rate  cook  receives  in  a  merchant's  kitchen.  Then  is  it  thought 
that  good  teachers  are  not  to  be  had  without  good  pa}^?  We  can 
better  afford  $15.00  a  week  for  some  teachers  than  that  some 
others  should  teach  for  nothing. 

No  ;  let  us  have  no  thought  of  going  backward.  Let  us  inquire 
rather  how  we  can  best  improve  our  schools,  and  make  them 
powers  for  good.  We  want  teachers  who  will  impart  not  only 
instruction  from  the  text-books,  but  also  teachers  whose  daily  life 
before  the  pupils  will  be  such  as  to  inspire  love  of  truth,  goodness, 
and  honor.  It  would  not  take  a  great  deal  of  money  to  cram  a 
few  elementary  facts  into  the  minds  of  children.  Men  and  women 
of  small  brains  could  do  that.  But  manhood  and  womanhood  and 
intellectual  power  are  not  got  for  the  asking.  It  is  the  influence  of 
the  teacher  over  the  tlioughts  and  purposes  of  the  pupil  that  should 
be  measured.  And  the  value  of  that  influence  no  rubies  can  buy. 
The  town  that  treats  its  teachers  most  generously  will,  in  the  end, 
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have  the  ablest  teachers  and  the  best  system  of  instruction.  A 
good,  generous  salary  for  a  large-minded,  strong-charactered 
teacher  is  not  money  squandered. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $4,500  be  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  the  schools  the  present  year.
